RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 16.—This 
city awaited with growing tenseness 
tonight word of the progress of 
Major Tadeo Larre-Borges and Lieu- 
tenant Leon Challes in their attempt- 
ed non-stop flight from Seville, 
Spain, to South America. 

Associated Press correspondents at 
Fernando de Noronha: and: Pernam- 
buco reported at 11:15 P. M. 
P. M. Eastern Standard time) that 
nothing Had been. heard of the fliers 
for several hours. 

Anxiety was beginning to be felt 
because it had been expected nere 
that they would reach Natal about 
4 P. M., on a basis of cme earlier 
speed. 

Many . persons here, howe, were 
convinced that the Uruguayan plane 
was still flying onward, betause no 
call for helr had been received. trom 
it. It was remembered that the 
Spanish ‘aviators, Jiminez and Iigle- 
sias, after an operator at Natal had 
heard the drone of their motor in the 
early morning, were not sighted until 
they landed at Bahia several hours 
later. ae 

In view of this and the fact that 
the Major might be flying at a high 
altitude, it was thought possible that 
the plane might be sighted after day- 
light tomorrow, éven as far south as 
this city. 

At 3:30 P. M., Brazilian time, the 
aviators had asked Natal and Maceio 
for weather reports. Half an hour 
later reports were circulated at Fer- 
nando de Noronha Island that the 
fliers had passed St. Paul Rock. 
This was not definitely confirmed. 

At 4:38 P. M. the Natal radio sta- 
tion reported what was believed to 
be radio signals from the plane, but 
no message was copied. Since then | 
there has been no definite word from 
the fliers.

from June 15, 1925. The compact 
was accepted by France on July 27, 
was approved by the House on Dec.

Paris Gets St. Paul Report. 

PARIS, Dec. 16 (.—The French 
Air’ Ministry announced late tonight 
that the plane of Major Larre-Borges 
had reached a point only a few miles 
northeast of St. Paul Rocks, more 
than half wav to South America. 

The exact position given in the an- 
nouncement was 29:12 west and 3:50 
north. The. plane was said to be fly- 
ing in the direction of the Fernando 
de Noronha Islands, off the Brazilian 
coast. It was estimated here that 
.the aviators had increased their 
speed to an average of 125 miles an 
hour. 

(The barren St. Paul Rock, with a 
scanty area affording only a perch 
for birds, lies just north of. the 
Equator and about 340 miles north- 
east-of Fernando de Noronhal.

Yale Daily News to the effect 
that Professor Robert D, French, 
Associate Proressor of English, has 
tendered his resignation effective at 
the close of the school.year and will 
decépt &n Appointment as provost of 
Avon College. 

The reason for his resignation was 
not given, but it was: said: to have 
been brought about by differences 
with other professors in the English 
department.. Professor French de- 
clined to discuss the matter person- 
ally. When asked over the telephone 
why he had resigned, he replied: ‘‘I 
can only say that I ‘have resigned 
and that I have accépted the post of 
provost at Avon College, Avon, Conn. 
Beyond that I do not care to discuss 
the matter.”’ 

News of the resignation of Pro- 
fessor French was accompanied in 
this morning’s Daily News by a state- 
ment signed by sixty-one prominent 
undergraduates, The statement de- 
clared that, the signatories believed 
the departure of Professor French 
from the university ran counter not 
only to the best interests of Yale 
but also to the educational policies 
for which the university stands. 

The. communication said that the

WASHINGTON, Dec. _16.—Impor 
tant disclosures. madé here -this eve- 
ning by former , Premier. Reijiza 
Wakatsuki, héad ‘of’ the Japanese 
delegation to the’ London ‘Naval Dis- 
armament Cénférence, ‘place’ a new 
light on the attitude of Japan to- 
ward the problem of naval armamynt 
reduction and limitation.” 

What was ‘said by the™ former Jape 
nese Premier indicated that his gav- 
ernment would: not, hold fast to a 
contention that-it' was entitled to T 
per cent of the® ‘largest’ ton ‘grant- 
ed any other power at atin con 
cruisers, but.tmight consent to modi- 
fication if tonnage deducted in that 
class could be transferred to increase 
the tonfage'dn some other. class of 
auxiliary vessels. 

It was evident that Japan places’ 
special stress on the importance of - 
submarines as necessary to her. de- 
fensivé needs and it is surmised that © 
in thé last analysis she would be’ 
willing to ‘sacrifice some tonnage in 
the 10,000-tonners if her submarine 
force could be augmented thereby, 

Shift on Submarines. 

While the United States and Brit- 
ish Governments are in favor of 
abolishing the submarine, although 
realizing that France at least, will 
never consent to such a proposal, the 
attitude of the Japanese Government 
with respect to a shifting of cruiser 
tonnage to the submarine category, 
is certain to bring relief to the minds 
of American and British officials. 

Both the Bnglish-speaking govern- 
ments have been concerned over re- 
ports: that Japan would insist not 
only on heavy submarines strength 
but upon being allotted a flat.70 per « 
cent of the American total of 10,000- 
ton cruisers, which would make 
Japan approximately equal to Britain 
in this class of fast scouting and 
fighting ship. Japan will suggest,.in 
effect, that each nation be allowed 
some flexibility in determining the 
tonnage it will build in each category 
of auxiliary warships. 

In wanting a heavy percentage of 
submarines, Japan, to gain that end, 
apparently intends to propose at 
London, that she raise the ratio for 
submarines. and lower the ratio for 
either. cruisers or. destroyers... Thus 
Japan might have a 10-8 ratio of 
submarines, a 10-6 ratio for cruisers 
and a 10-5 ratio for destroyers and 
at-the same time have an average 
10-7 ratio of total tonnage of aus 
iliary ships.

Coupled with these disclosures of 
the Japanese position, was.assurance 
that the delegation would enter the:

Willing to Vary Percentage. 


4. That while Japan, in a general 
way, desires to have 70 per cent of

class of auxiliary ships, say in de- 
stroyers, if the deducted re of that 
percentage could be added to another 
auxiliary class, say to cruisers or

rines. 

5. That according to the interpre- 
tation placed on Mr. Wakatsuki’s 
answers, Japan considers submarines 
necessary. for. her national defense 
and is not in sympathy with the 
desire of the United States and Brit- 
ain to abolish submarines as weapons 
of. naval warfare. 

6. That the abolition of battleships 
would suit Japan if there were any 

rospect of it at the London con- 
erence. 

7. That Japan does not expect at 
London to raise the question of aban- 
donment of Britain’s Singapore naval 
base and is not definitely informed 
as to whether Britain will retain it, 
but if the base is retained it should 
be considered as part of the naval 
strength of Britain. 


Runs Counter to Our Desires. 


The attitude of the Japanese dele- 
gation runs counter to the desires 
of the United States in several im- 
portant particulars. This govern- 
ment has been assured in the prelim- 
inary exchanges with Great. Britain 
that it shall be allotted a larger num- 
ber of 10,000-ton cruisers than Brit- 
ain. But the British Government is 
not willing that Japan shall have 70 

er cent of the number of 10,000- 
onners granted the United States. 

It is also understood that Secretary 
Stimson will seek to convince the 
Japanese emissaries that the sub- 
marine has been proved. to be inef- 
fective as a weapon of offense 
against warships and that its use 
necessarily will be limited in any 
future war to attack unarmed mer- 
chant vessels, which, it will be,con- 
tended, is against the dictates of 
humanity.

Mr. Wakatsuki made it clear at 
the press interview that he merely 
was answering questions and not 
voluntarily offering explanations of 
Japan’s attitude. e explained that 
the Japanese delegation did not care 
to be placed:in a position of spread- 
ing propaganda.

Question of Submarines. 


Several questions were asked Mr.

the French and Italian Governments 

As to the abolition of submarines, 
he said that Japan did not think she 
could abolish them. As Japan was 
due to hold an inferior position in 
naval strength and in view of the 
island character of her territory, she 
thought the submarine a necessary 
weapon of defense. 

One of the interviewers then 
brought up the question of whether

JAPANESE. JUSTIFY

TOKIO, Dec. 16.—Former Premier

Japan’s answer is that at Wash- 
ington she agreed to a ratio of 60 per 
cent in battleships after the United 
States agreed not to fortify Guam. 
But capital ships of 35,000 tons and 
cruisers of 10, tons are different 
things. The former can be docked 
nowhere between Malta and Pear! 
Harbor, and perhaps later at Singa- 
joe The latter can be accommo- 

ated at many points, including, for 
example, Hongkong. 

Japan, therefore, cannot admit that 
by taking a different stand regard- 
ing 10,000-ton cruisers she is disre- 
garding her Washington treaty obli- 
gations. It is impossible’ to argue, 
say the Japanese, that the abandon- 
ment of fresh fortifications in the

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MAY SUGGEST TALKS 
ON NAVAL AGENDA 


Britain Is Expected to Propose 
That Other Powers_Discuss 
Conference Program. 


Special Cable to Toe New York TIMES. 

LONDON, Dec. 16.—It is indicated 
here that the British Government, as 
host to the Five-Power Naval Con- 
ference, may soon suggest to the 
other capitals some, prior discussion 
of the agenda of the meeting. It is 
felt that so many issues of such a 
complicated nature may arise that 
it might be best to try to set a pro- 
gram for the discussions in advance 
to expedite the work. 

It is realized that such an under- 
taking presents some difficulties for 
the reason that many issues are cor- 
related and overlap. Yet, on the 
other hand, .it is held desirable to 
prevent the conference from pro- 
ceeding in any haphazard manner on 
its arduous tasks and that agreement 
in advance on the order of work may 
save no little time on the detailed 
negotiations after the meeting con- 
venes. 

Whether or not such a method 
could reduce the time which must be 
given to political discussions may de- 
pend largely on whether France and 
Italy reach an understanding before 
Jan. 21. 

The visit of the Japanese delegates 
to Washington is taken as an oc- 
casion here for another review of 
the prospects of the London confer- 
ence. After detailing the differences 
known to exist between the various 
powers, The London Times says the 
American and Japanese delegates 
have no lack of subjects for those 
informal preliminary discussions 
which are proving so useful in pre- 
paring the ground for the confer- 
ence. 

That their views are now so far 
apart is not ground for despondency, 
says The London Times, adding: 

“Political reasons on the American 
side and economic on the Ja ese 
make a successful issue conference 
so important to both governments 
that each may be trusted to go as 
far as possible to meet the views of 
the other.’’ 

Similarly, the divergence of Franco- 
Italian views seemed an even greater 
obstacle, but it is hinted today, says 
The London Times, that they now 
seem more capable of adjustment. 
The fact that the submarine since

They simply set. forth the 
number and kind of ships and the 
total tonnage which the French. ad- 
mirals consider would alone be ade- 


quate for. the protection of the coasts 
and colonies of France. 


Stresses Lack of Entente. 


Tables of comparison with other 
countries .were laid before Premier 
Tardieu and his colleagues, but it 
was emphasized these had no direct 


bearing on the calculations of the 
Ministry of Marine. For instance, 
it was admitted by M. Leygues, in 
reply to a question, that the British 
fleet, which in August, 1914, totaled 
nearly 2,500,000 tons, had now been 
reduced to 1,300,000 tons. But he 
emphasized that there was now no 
entente cordiale with England. 

France’s own position as set forth 
in M, Leygues’s tables, is somewhat 
as follows: 

France has 121 ships of various 
categories, totaling 391,000 tons, 
which were in service before 1922. 

Since 1922 she has launched 53 
units, totaling 134,000 tons, She has 
65 units under construction, totaling 
136,000 tons, and credits have’ been 
pencnty for twelve more, totaling 20,000 
ons.

TSINGTAO, Dec. 16, via Dairen.— 
Although Tsingtao has been ad- 
ministered by a Mayor loyal to 
President Chiang Kai-shek, the rest of 
Shantung province, containing near- 
ly 30,000,000 population, is reported 
here to be ready to desert the alle- 
giance to Nanking at .a moment’s 
notice, hostility to the central gov- 
ernment being almost universal 

among the common people. 

Meanwhile the provincial Gover- 
nor, General Chen Tiao-yuan, is 
openly busy, entrenching and fortify- 
ing the northern and southern boun- 
daries of Shantung along the rail- 
way. If the rebels holding Pangpu, 
on the railway south of the Shantung 
border, achieve victory, Shantung is 
expected tu declare against Nanking, 
but if defeated, Shantung allegiance 
will be maintained and the rebels 
not allowed to retreat into this 
province. 

General Chen Tiao-yuan has long 
been busy strengthening his own 
position. He attempted to smuggle a 
cargo of 350 tons, containing rifles 
and much ammunition, carried by a 
German ship and was given a formal 
permit for the importation by the 
former Minister of War, who was a 
secret supporter of the Kuominchun. 
The new Minister-of War revoked 
the. permit and. Nanking gunboats 


+ diverted the shipment to Manchuria, 


which... further... embittered...General 
Chen Tiao-yuan toward Nanking. 

The immense increase in all forms 
of taxation since the Nationalist 
ascendancy has lost the good-will of 
the populace,-which eighteen months 
ago hailed-the Nationalist armies as 
deliverers from the oppression and 
extortion of Chang Tsung-chang, the 
former Governor, and the other 
northern militarists. 


Report Chang Fa-kwei’s Suicide. 


NANKING, Dec.: 16 ().—Official 
dispatches from Canton today said 
that the noted General Chang Fa- 
kwei, leader of the rebellious ‘‘Iron- 
sides’’ Division, had committed sui- 
side on Dec. 12, after failing to cap- 
ture Canton from the Nationalists. 

If the report is true, it is believed 
the morale of the other rebels against 
the government will be. weakened.

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TOKIO HEARS RUSSIANS 
TREAT JAPANESE WELL 


Tension Is Relieved, bat Train 
With Consals Is Still Held Up 
in Mancharia. 


TOKIO, Dec. 16 (.—Optimistic 
reports of conditions under Russian 
Soviet control west of the Khingan 
Mountains in Manchuria reached 
officials here today, detracting some- 
what from uneasiness at other press 
reports of delays to the international 
consular train. 

Latest reports to the Rengo News 
Agency indicated that the train car- 
trying consular representatives of the 
United States, Japan, Great Britain, 
France and Germany still was being 
held at Mientuho, the little town on 
the Chinese Eastern Railway which 
marks the western front of the Man- 
churian stand against the Russians. 
Both Chinese and Russian officials 
were said to oppose further westward 
movement of the train, and the con- 
sular passengers were reported. irri- 
tated by the delay and planning to 
push forward anyway. 

The train was made up because of 
the lack of official reports on the 
status of foreigners in Western Man- 
churia since the Chinese retreat, 
shortly after the middle of Novem- 
ber. The Ja ese Forei Office 
had not received all of the dispatches 
sent by the consul at Manchuli and 
understood he had been forbidden 
the privilege of sending his dis- 
patches in code. 

Today, however, the consul’s re- 
ports for Nov. 26 and 27 arrived, 
saying the damage to Japanese na- 
tionals had been confined to the drop- 
ping of a Russian shell on a Japanese 
hotel; killing a woman and wounding 
a man. 

A dispatch from Mukden, stated 
that the British consul there _pro- 
tested to Governor MHsueh-liang 
against interference with the con- 
sular train.

Asserts We Would Not Have Aided |. 


Democratic Institutions Had We 
Wished to Seize Country.

MANAGUA, Dec. 16.—President 
Moncada opened the Nicaraguan 
Congress yesterday with a speech in 
which he characterized the disorders 
in Northern Nicaragua as pure ban- 
ditry, due to a lack of communica- 
tions, and unworthy of the name revo- 
lution, since the rebel attacks have 
beer barbarously directed against de- 
fenseless fellow-citizens. He pledged 
that the government would continue 
to use all available means to destroy 
this banditry, which, he said, is dis- 
appearing rapidly. 

“It is said that the bandits in 
Northern Nicaragua, many of whom 
are not Nicaraguans,’”’ Sefior Mon- 
cada declared, ‘‘are defending the in- 
dependence of Nicaragua, which ap- 
pears to me to be a poor excuse; for 
had the United States wished to 
seize Nicaragua they would not have 
sponsored the Tipitapa peace, free 
elections and other such democratic 
institutions, but would have en- 
couraged the fratricidal revolution of 
1927 im order to conquer the country 
the more easily. 

“Tf the marines are still here they 
are not here-as enemies, but are la- 
boring for peace and order and are 
desirous of seeing Nicaragua, which 
for the first time in its history is 
tranquil, become law-abiding, indus- 
trious and progressive. These are 
the marines who have been so bit- 
terly attacked by Latin America. 

“I understand that the word 
patriotism is invoked by those who 
murder their fellow-citizens and steal 
their property, and I consider despi- 
cable and criminal the propaganda 
against the public security and peace 
which is being circulated by foreign 
and Nicaraguan Communists, who 
wish to establish ruin and desolation 
here under the pretext of liberty and 
patriotism. 

“I consider my country indepen- 
dent and scvereign and I have per- 
fect confidence that the United 
States Government desires to and 


will withdraw its marines when 
peace is firmly established here.’’ 

Sefior Moncada then discussed ac-; 
complishments and problems of the; 
National Guard, public works and 
public education. Complete nation- 
alization of .the Pa gy se railroad 
has now been effected through Sec- 
retary Stimson’s aid, but President 
Moncada said he believes the national 
credit would be much better with the 
national bank remaining under 
American management on account of 
the werful financial. connections 
thereby gained. 

Because of the straightforward fact- 
stating nature of Sefior Moncada’s 
speech it is receiving unprecedented 
acclaim from the general public and 
even from the President’s political 
opponents.

AIRSHIP R-100 MAKES 
HER MAIDEN FLIGHT 


British Dirigible Flies 140 Miles 
in Two Hours Without Pre- 
vious Tests in Air. 





Wireless to Tuz New Yorx Tims=s. 

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The new Brit- 
ish airship, the R-100, was launched 
at Howden, Yorkshire, today and 
made a successful flight to Carding- 
ton, Bedfordshire, covering the 140 
miles in two hours. One of the fifty 
people aboard was Commander Sir 
Denniston Burney, chairman of the 
company which constructed the air- 
ship. The navigating officers ex- 
pressed the greatest satisfaction 
after the maiden voyage. 

A remarkable feature of the flight 
was the fact that the newly com- 
pleted airship had not undergone 
any tests other than those which 
could be conducted within the shed. 
When the dirigible was brought out 
of the hangar today it was a matter 
of flying to Cardington, where is the 
only mooring mast available in all 
England, or failing. Her speed for 
the first time in the air is regarded 
as remarkably good. 

Hundreds of people waited most of 
the night to see the launching, which 
was done by moonlight. Five hun- 
dred soldiers guided the airship from 
her shed in seven minutes with a 
clearance of only three feet. An un- 
expected incident occurred when a 
ton of water ballast drenched the 
persons beneath. 

The R-101 and the R-100 are the 1 
est airships in the world. The R-1 
launched some weeks ago, is slight- 
ly longer and higher, but the R-100 
has more engine power. Her passen- 

er capacity is 100, and there have 

een numerous applications for 
berts for the first long-distance 
flight, probably to Canada next year. 
The new airship is expected to be 
the world’s fastest, with a speed 
nearly 50 per cent higher than that 
of the R-101. 


One of the features of the R-100 
is the inclusion of the control and 
passenger spaces within the envelope. 
The passenger coach is in three 


floors, the lowest being for the use 
of the crew and the two upper ones

As a result 
the government late tonight again 
called in the coalition party leaders 
for the purpose of clearing up some 
of Dr. Schacht’s objections. Until 
these are removed the government 
will not be in a position to conclude 
negotiations for the $100,000,000 loan 
required to replenish its depleted 
treasury. 

Dr. Schacht sharpened his pencil 
once more today and exposed a dis- 
crepancy in the (gear calcu- 
lations in connection with its plans. 
While these provided for an immedi- 
ate increase in revenues of about 400,- 
000,000 marks ($96,000,000), Dr. Hil- 
ferding’s panacea at the same time

Bavarian Party May Secede.

Schacht in the course of today’s 
deliberations and his conversations 
with the Cabinet and the coalition 
parties will be resumed tomorrow 
although the government is proceed- 
ing to draft bills providing for the 
increases in tobacco duties and the 
cost of unemployment insurance, 
both of which are to go into effect 
on Jan. 1. ; 

After this the Reichstag will de- 
vote its attention to some of the oth- 
er remedial measures proposed in the 
government’s reform program.

PONTIFF REVIEWS THE YEAR 





Dwells on Happy Events, Including 
the Italo-Vatican Treaties, 
£ 
in Allocution.

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 16.—With all 
the pomp and ceremony of major 
Vatican functions, the Pope held a 
secret consistory in Consistorial Hall 
this morning and created six new 
Cardinals. 

The new members of the Sacred 
College in the order of their seniority 
are Mgr. Emanuel Goncalves Cere- 
eira, Patriarch of Lisbon; eo 

uigi Lavitriano, Archbishop of Pa- 
lermo; Mgr. Dalmazio Minoretto, 
Archbishop of Genoa; Mgr. Francois 
Verdier, Archbishop-designate of 
Paris; Mgr. Joseph MacRory, Arch- 
bishop of Armagh, Primate of Ire- 
land, and Mer. Eugenio Pacelli, 
Papal Nuncio to Berlin. 

Before announcing the names of the 
new Cardinals the Pope, according 
to custom, delivered an allocation 
wherein he reviewed the chief events 
of interest to the Church which have 
occurred during the year. The allo- 
cution. which was unusually short, 
dwelt only on the happy events of 
the last twelve months. 


Mentions Number of Centenaries. 


Among them the Pontiff mentioned 
several centenaries, such as the 
fourteenth centenary of the founding 
of the Abbey of Montecassino, the 
first centenary of the Catholic eman- 
cipation of England and the four- 
teenth centenary of the triumphal 
entry of St. Joan of Arc into Orleans. 
The Pope also mentioned the numer- 
ous beatifications, such as the recent 


ones of the missionary Don Bosco} 


and the 136 English martyrs, and 
finally, the celebration of his sacer-. 
dotal jubilee, which brought evidence 
of attachment, love and loyalty to 
him from all parts of the world. 

The chief cause for rejoicing, how- 
ever, was the Italo-Vatican pacifica- 
tion after estrangement of more than 
half a century. Speaking of this hap- 
py event the Pope said: . 

‘‘When we had obtained public rec- 
ognition of the civil sovereignty of 
the Pontiff and had safeguarded our 
and your cgnity, we showed our- 
selves in all other things extremely 
yielding. But we believe our yielding 
will not prove to be harmful in the 
coming years. bs 

‘‘We base this hope not only on 
the intercession of the Immaculate 
Virgin of Lourdes and the love of 
the Sacred Heart of Jesus, on days 
dedicated to whom the Italo-Vatican 
treaties were respectively signed and 
ratified, but also on the equity and 
religious sentiments of our Italian 
children, We are also led to this 
hope by relations of friendship which 
the Italian sovereigns and the Princes 
of the reigning house publicly re- 
established by their King’s visits to 
us. 


Cardinal Dougherty There. 


The secret consistories are inter- 


esting and colorful ceremonies. All 
the Cardinals present in Rome, 
among whom were Mgr. Dougherty, 
Archbishop of Philadelphia, and Mgr. 








Bourne, Archbishop of Westminster, 
met early this morning in Concis- 
torial Hall, together with numerous 
Archbishops, Bishops, Patriarchs and 
aa: Vatican officials. 

hey formed a picturesque group 
in their robes of many colors, but 
even more picturesque and more bril- 
liant was the Vatican Court, which 
arrived a few minutes later her- 
alded by a blare of silver trumpets, 
The court surrounded the Pope, who 
was carried in state in the sedia ges- 
tatoria. As soon as the whe oy de- 
scended from the sedia gestatoria 
in Consistorial Hall the papal mas- 
ters of ceremonies cried, ‘Extra 
omnes’’ (every one outside), where- 
upon everybody left the hall except 
the Pope and the Cardinals, who 
remained together behind closed 
doors. 

Originally the secret consistories 
were meetings of all the chief digni- 
taries of the Church who gathered to 
discuss the qualifications of candi- 
dates to fill vacant posts in the 
Catholic hierarchy. Now, however, 
the ceremony is purely symbolical, as 
the Pope makes the appointments 
without consulting the Cardinals. 
When, therefore, the Pope, after 
reading the allocation, announced the 
names of the new Cardinals and 
asked the traditional question, ‘‘Quid 
vobis videtur?’”’ (What is your opin- 
ion?) the Cardinals limited them- 
selves to rising in turn and lifting 
their birettas in sign of assent. 

As soon as this ceremony was over 
the Pope preconized the Archbishops 
and Bishops who had been appointed 
since the last consisto and then 
the doors of Consistorial Hall were 
thrown open and the Pope, mount- 
ing the sedia gestatoria, again was 
borne to his apartments er bless- 
ing every one present.

o doubt. it.’’ 


Hatry Reads Statement. 


Sir Gilbert, who added the com-

They re- 
ceived hundreds of requests from the 
‘‘insiders’’ to be given work at the 
earliest possible opportunity. A feel- 
ing of elation replaced the glum and 
sullen silence of several days on the 
part of the inmates. 

Three. good meais were served the 
inmates in the mess. hall instead of 
their cells? The breakfast menu con- 
sisted of beef hash, bread and coffee, 
with milk, For dinner, spare ribs, 
mashed potatoes and avy, coffec 
with milk; supper, beef stew, bread 
and tea, 


Beckwith Put in Durnford’s Post.

B. Beckwith as principal keeper at 
Auburn prison to succeed the slain 
George A. Durnford, and George H.

100 Negro Inmates From Atlanta

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Senator

On his motion the Senate today 
passed a resolution. calling on Attor- 
ney General Mitchell to inform the 
Senate whether the transfer of the 
prisoners was made under a contract 
said to have been entered into Oct. 
16 last; the reasons that led to the 
execution of the contract; a sum- 
mary of operations under the con- 
tract; whether any contracts of the 
same kind and purpose are in effect; 
and whether contracts of a similar 
kind or a purpose are now pending 
or contemplated, 

Senator Wagner may use the in- 
formation obtained under the reso- 
lution as a basis for a proposal for 
an investigation of conditions under 
which Federal prisoners are placed 


in the custody of State and other 
local penal institutions. 


ATLANTA, Dec. 16 (7).—One hun- 
dred negro prisoners serving sen- 
tences in the Federal penitentiary 
here were transferred to Chatham 
County about six weeks ago, where 
commissioners of that county an- 
nounced they would be employed on 
highway construction. 

Announcement was made at that 
time that the contract had been en- 
tered into to afford the prisoners 
work and relieve congestion in the 
prison here.

BAUMES LAW CONVICTS 
LESS DARING OUTSIDE 


Sing Sing Survey Indicates Most 
Fourth Offenders Were Not 
“Big Time’ Criminals.

OSSINING, N. Y., Dec. 16.—Re- 
vealing that there are now 105 life 
prisoners committed under _ the 
Baumes laws in Sing Sing, prison 
attachés declared .today.that while 
these ‘‘habitual criminals’ are fo- 
menting most of the disturbances in 
New. York State prisons, they are 
financially the poorest class in the 
prison. 

The fact that they are so finan- 
cially embarrassed convinces the 
prison experts. that their crimes 
netted them little and that they are 
not such a menace outside prison as 
some of the first or second offenders. 

Warden Lawes has completed an 
investigation as to what the last of- 
fence of each of these lifers netted 
him in the way of money or prop- 
erty. He discovered that only one 
—_— what could be called a big 


Prison attendants declared today 
that the Sing Sing criminals who 
were ‘‘up in the big money’’ outside 
were mostly first offenders. There 
were also some second offenders, but 
few of either the third or fourth of- 
fenders were involved in what the 
crook calls profitable crime. 

One reason why the so-called ha- 
bitual criminal does not ‘‘clean up” 
and go in for daring robberies is 
that, as a rule, he is too old, and 
after years of prison life he either 
is lacking in enterprise or else more 
considerate of his own safety than 
@ younger criminal.

A> lighted. cross, not of fire but of

ROOSEVELT STAND 


Says New Jersey Will Accept 
No “Dictation” on Lighterage 
or Bridges and Tunnels. 








WOULD DROP DISCUSSIONS 





Suggests Negotiations Over New 
Links Be Suspended Pending 
End ef Port Rate Fight. 





Governor Morgan F. Larson of! 
New Jersey criticized yesterday the 
reputed attitude of Governor Frank- 
lim D. Roosevelt and other New 
Yerk officials on the lighterage con- 
troversy and the deadlock which is 
holding up the planning of new Hud- 
son River tunnels and __ bridges. 

In voicing the complaint of New 
Jersey against New York’s stand, 
Governor Larson brought into the 
open some of the ramifications of 
the dispute between the States. 

Governor Larson asserted that New 
Jersey would accept no ‘‘dictation”’ 
from New York on either lighterage 
or bridges or tunnels. Governor 
Roosevelt declined to comment on 


the statement of the New Jersey 
executive, but friends said that he 
and other New York officials had no 
intention of receding from their 
present position. 


Several Issues Involved. 
Governor Larson has suggested a 





new tunnel under tke Hudson with 
the cost of the New Jersey approt&ch 


to be included in the interstate fi- 
nancing. However, Governor Roose- 
velt and others of his administra- 
tion, it is understood, are of the 
opinion that Governor Larson is go- 
ing a little too far in suggesting that 
New York.aid in financing such a 
project at a time.when New Jersey 
is striking at New York’s port indus- 
tries through an appeal to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for the 
imposition of.a lighterage charge on 
the city’s freight. 

Another important question re- 
maining to be settled concerns what 
organization should build any new 
tunnels or bridges—the Port Au- 
thority, which is dominated by Dem- 
ocrats, or the New Jersey and New 
York Bridge and Tunnel Commis- 
sions, which are ‘more Republican 
in their leanings. With Governor 
Roosevelt holding firm on Hghterage 
and inclined to favor the Port Au- 


|thority for such new construction, 
'and with Governor Larson’ battling 


to end free lighterage and announc- 
ing his readiness to wait for bridges 
and tunnels, a temporary impasse 
has been reached. 

The Port Authority has suggested 
two new bridges across the Hudson 
and the Bridge and Tunnel Commis- 
sions have proposed a new tunnel 
under the river from Thirty-eighth 
Street to Weehawken. Pending the 


straightening out of the present; 


controversy any formal] consideration 
of these will be postponed. 

“The State of New York,” said 
Governor Larson in Trenton, when 
informed of published reports as to 
Governor Roosevelt’s attitude, ‘‘needs 
the new bridges and tunnels very 
much more than the State of New 
Jersey. There is no question about 
the pemanlite of the present lighter- 
age rates. am charged with pro- 
técting the interests of New Jersey. 
To do that means that this lighter- 
age question be placed on an equi- 
table basis. If New York wants to 
take this position in regard to new 
bridges and tunnels spanning the 
Hudson, it is perfectly satisfactory 
to me.

Both Governor Roosevelt and Gov- 
ernor Larson are members of a com- 
mission appointed to _ consider 
whether the Port Authority or the 
Bridge and Tunnel Commissions 
should have charge of new tunnels 
or bridges: This committeé is sched- 
uled to report to the 1930 legislative 
sessions of the two States. 

It is on, in some quarters that 
the deadloc paiting consideration of 
further bridges or tunnels ‘may con- 
tinue until a definite ruling has been 
made on lighterage, although in 
other quarters the hope is expressed 
that the present differences will be 
adjusted earlier so as to provide for 
a quicker start on a new vehicular 
passage from one State to the other.

TESTED BY FAIRCHILD 


Six-Cylinder Air-Cooled Engine 


for Light Craft Completes 
50 Hours on Block. 


The Fairchild Aviation Corporation 


has completed tests on a new type of | 


aeronautical engine; a six-cylinder- 
in-line, air-cooled power plant, which, 
it is predicted, will prove a boon to 
the builders of light planes. 
Sherman M. Fairchild, chairman of 
the board of the company, when 


asked yesterday about the new) P 


engine, disclosed that a staff of air- 
craft power plant specialists had 
been gathered, that the plant at 
Farmingdale had been enlarged and 
that arrangements had been com- 
pleted for quantity production of the 
new power unit, which has just com- 
pleted a fifty-hour block test. 
“Under the: direction of W. F. 
Davis, who has designed some of the 
most successful American aircraft 
motors," Mr, Fairchild said, “this 
engineering staff has developed sév- 
eral new engine designs during the 
past six months. Shop facilities at 
our Farmingdale plant have been éen- 
larged and we have made our ar- 
rangements for quantity production.”’ 
The new motor is called the Fair- 
child 375. Most original of its fea- 


tures is the manner in which all will 


working parts are enclosed and lubri- 
cated by a continuous oil stream, 
the only manual attention being the 
replenishing of the oil:'tank: The new 
motor has a piston displacement of 
375 cubic inches. It weighs 375 
pounds. During the fifty-hour test it 
developed 110 horsepower at 1,900 
revolutions a minute, consumed. 500 
gallons of gasoline and used four and 
one-half gallons of oil. The new 
motor, its builders say, has about 
one-third the head resistance of the 
ordinary radial type air-cooled motor 
developing the same horsepower.

ON STORAGE CHARGE 


Flinn and Lalley Accused of 
Having More in the Pathe 
Vaults Than Law Allowed. 








50 OTHERS FINED $1,070 





100 Cases of Fire Rule Violations 
Are Deferred—City Counsel Would 
“Put the Lid*Down Tight.’ 





John C. Flinn, vice president of 
the Pathé Film Company, and Henry 
F.. Lalléy, manager of the Sound 
Film Studios at Park Avenue and 
154th Street, were held in $5,000 bail 
each, yesterday for a hearing on 
charges of having stored film_in the 
studio vaults without.a permit. 

The storage charge is the “second 
to have been made against the two 
men following the fire last Tuesday 
in which ten persons died. The day 
after the blaze they were arrested 
on charges of second degree- man- 
slaughter and~ were released in 
$15,000 bail each for an examination 
on Thursda,. 

Detective Nicholas Santa Moreno, 
the complainant in the storage case, 
said he had found 160 cans contain- 
ing 105,110-feét of film in the burned 
studio last Wednesday and that three 
days later he had found 207 cans, 
containing 132,135 feet of film, there. 
The studio was allowed by law to 
have only 5,000 feet, he said. 


Case Adjourned a Week. 


When the two men were taken 
before Magistrate Simpson in the 
Municipal Term Court their at- 
torheys asked a two-week adjourn- 
ment because of the impending pro- 
ceedings against their clients in 


Homicide Court on Tnursday. Magis- 
trate Simpson decided that the new- 
est case was entirely separate, how- 
ever, and that one week’s adjourn- 
ment should be sufficient. It was 
Zens put over until next Mon- 
ay. 

During the day the magistrate im- 
posed fines aggregating $1,070 upon 
about fifty concerns and individuais 
arraigned on charges of violating fire 
regulations, and about 100 others gct 
adjournments of one week on similar

charges, Fire Marshal Thomas 
Brophy was continuing his question- 
ing of witnesses in an effort to es- 
tablish the causes of the fatal fire. 
A few days ago, after hearing sev-

been started by contact between a

or that the swift speed with 

hich the fire had spread had more 
then likely been caused by draughts 
from open doors and windows as well 
as by the inflammable furnishings of 
the studio. 

At 7 o’clock last night, after he 
had examined the first batch of the 
remaining witnesses, Marshal Brophy 
took an additional report to the 
Mayor’s office. It was on the 
testimony of Miss Kay Lazell of 625 
West th abe and told of the 
heat of the big lamps. 

Miss Lazell was in the cast of the 
Black and White Revue, she said, 
and at the time of the fire was near 
the northwest corner of the balcony. 
She cau at sight of the fire burning 
in the rop curtain, and she 
saw-a man rattan ting to drag a hose 
from a reel at the west wall of the 
balcony. This man said that ‘‘they 
had better get out,’’ she testified, so 
she ran to-her dressing room, found 
her coat and escaped: from the build- 


ing. 

Miss Lazell further testified that 
on the day before the fire, at about 
10 o’clock in the forenoon, during a 
dress rehearsal, the feathers in her 
hat were ignited by coming in con- 
tact with a powerful incandescent 
bulb in an electric. lamp,’’ Marshal 
Brophy said.

Organizer of Passaic Strike Is 
Suspended for a Year as 
Too Domineering. 








‘NAPOLEONISM’ FROWNED ON 





Committee Cites His “Illusion’’ That 
He Became a Real Proletarian 
by Merely Donning Overalls. 





Albert Weisbord, Communist leader 
of the Passaic textile strike of 1926, 
has been suspended for a year from 
the Communist Party, the central 
control committee of the party an- 
nounced. yesterday. In. October, 
Weisbord had been expelled from the 
central committee, the leading of- 
ficial body of the movement. Weis- 
bord’s individualistic conceptions of 
his relation to the party and his re- 


fusal to take orders submissively 
were given as.reasons for the sus- 
pension. 

Although Weisbord was _ fully 
warned in October that the party 
was unhappy over his tendency to 
have opinions of his own and act on 
them, the control committee found 
that there has been no change since 
in his ‘* etty-bourgeois individualistic 
conceptions.’ 

In illustration of what the party 
calls petty-bourgeois illusions, the 
committee cited Weisbord’s idea that 
‘“‘by merely donning a pair of overalls 
and taking a job in a factory he has 
become a real proletarian, deeply 
rooted in the masses and fully 
qualified for leadership in the Com- 
munist Party.’’ 

This question of leadership had 
been discussed in connection with 
Weisbord’s activities for some time 
by party mer->ers. Weisbord was 
said to have shown leanings toward 
‘“‘Napoleonism,”’ seeking to rise too 
fast in Communist leadership and 
pushing himself forward in too domi- 
neering a manner. 

The committee was particularly in- 
censed by Weisbord’s way of making 
his personal selections in party 
orders, deciding which he cared to 
obey and which to disregard. ‘‘He 
is still maintaining an unpermissible 
non-communistic attitude toward the 
pary and its decisions, taking upon 

self to decide which decisions of 
the party he will carry out and 
which other decisions he will fight,”’ 
the committee complained.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Charges 
were made in the Senate today by 
Democrats and Republican insur- 
gents that President Hoover did not 
hesitate to override Republican or- 
ganization recommendations in the 
South in making judicial appoint- 
ments, but was unable to disregard 
the party machine and ‘‘the presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad’’ 
when appointing judges in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The nomination that stirred the 
trouble was that of Albert L. Watson 
to be a Federal judge in the Middle 
District of Pennsylvania. Mr. Wat- 
son was supported by Senators Reed 
and Grundy of Pennsylvania, who 
were forced, however, to permit the 
nomination to go over until tomor- 
row, when the fight will be resumed. 

The debate brought out that Attor- 
ney General Mitchell had been asked 
by Senator Borah to advise the Judi- 
ciary Committee whether the Attor- 
ney General had been reluctant to 

appoint Mr. Watson. Instead of re- 
doin by letfer, Mr. Mitchell ap- 
peared informally before the com- 
mittee. 

Senators Borah and Norris, the 
latter chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, both opposing confirma- 
tion of the Watson appointment, dif- 
fered in their recollections as to what 
Mr. Mitchell had said regarding Mr. 
Watson's qualifications. But com- 
mittee members seemed to agree 
that the Attorney General had said 
that, while not regarding Mr. Wat- 
son as a great lawyer, he believed 
him to be the best man available in 
the district for the appointment.

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STATE DISTRIBUTION 
OF POWER IS URGED 


Dr. H. W. Laidier, Asks Creation 
of New York Authority to 
Develop St. Lawrence. 








ASSAILS. UTILITIES - BOARD. 





Tells Legislators Present System 
Has Failed Miserably to Safe- ~ 
guard Consumers. 





The establishment of a State power 
authority to develop, transmit and 
sell electricty to public and private 
bodies was urged by Dr. Harry W. 
Laidler, executive director of the 
League for Industrial Democracy, 
who testified yesterday before the 
legislative commission on revision of 
the public service law at a héaring 
in the Bar Association Building. 

Declaring that the present. Public 
Service Commission was ‘‘inadequate 
or worse’’ and that the regulation of 
private utility companies was a fail- 
ure, Dr. Laidler® proposed an inte- 
grated Federal,, State and municipal 
system of power development under 
public auspices.. With the State 
power authority; which he suggested 
as a foundation for immediate aetion, 
Dr. Laidler coupled plans for’ en- 
couraging municipal plants and the 
formation of power districts to gen- 
erate electricity in behalf: of com- 
binations of municipalities. 

In urging that such a State power 
authority should undertake at once 
the development of the St. Lawrence 
River, the .witness made plain 
that he favored carrying the State’s 
part in the project far beyond. the 
point advocated by Governor Roose- 
velt and former Governor Smith, who 
were content that only the power 
site and generating plant be State 
controlled. 

*‘Let us stress the fact that we aré 
concerned for public ownership of a 
producing and distributing system,”’ 
said Dr. Laidler, who announced he 
was also speaking for Norman Thom- 
as, Socialist leader. ‘‘For the State 
to turn the power over by contract 
or otherwise to a private monopoly 
to distribute may help the monopoly 
far more than the citizen consumers.

A do- 
mestic consumer using sixty kilowatt 
hours paid $1.30 in Toronto, but $3.60 
th Buffalo and $4.35 in Utica, he 
said.

Judge Delays Contempt Action

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Dec. 16 (4.

WYNNE PLEADS FOR YOUNG 





Says Complete Abolition of Work 
by Children Is Necessary as 
a Health Measure. 





Warning manufacturers who ob- 
ject to what they term the high cost 
of social and labor legislation that 
the State of New York will not cur- 
tail its program in this field to keep 
industries which migrate to other 
and less progressive communities, 
Governor Roosevelt declared last 
night that the day was not far dis- 
tant when public opinion everywhere 
would bring about universal high 
standards and send the fugitive in- 
dustries back to New York. The 
Governor spoke before the National 
Child Labor Committee at the Roose- 
velt. 

The dinner given by the commit- 
tee was part of its twenty-fifth an- 
niversary conference, which opened 
yesterday afternoon. The Governor 
referred particularly to the migra- 
tion of some New York plants to 
the South to take advantage of lower 


sibilities of citizens of the republic 
is a statesmanlike policy.”’ 

In spite of, revolutionary changes 
in industry, bringing more and more 
machinery and greater speed, 14 is 
the general age minimum established 
by law for children in industry in 
the various States, declared Miss Ab- 
bott. This minimum is frequently 
indifferently enforced, she said. 


10-Hour Day in Parts of South. 


“Hight hours has become the work- 
ing day for so many men and women 
workers that the theory that  chil- 
dren should begin with a shorter 
working day than adults is no longer 
met by the present eight-hour day 
for children,’’ Miss Abbott said. ‘In 
some parts of the South boys and 
girls of 14 and 15 are permitted by 
law to work ten or eleven hours a 
day or even longer. Such legislative 
standards as we have enacted have 
never included all children or been 
adapted to meet the needs of all 
children. 

“Very few American States have 
as high or higher age standards than 
those set by Great Britain, where 
the Labor Government has announced 
that by 1931 the minimum age at 
which children shall be allowed to 
leave school for work will be raised 
to fifteen years.”’ 

Notwithstanding the fact that com- 
parison of the New York laws with 
those of other States shows that in 
certain features of child labor legisla- 
tion this State leads the country, in 
other important provisions New York 
lags behind, said George A. Hall, 
gerbes | of the New York Child 
Labor Committee. Ohio, Montana, 
Rhode Island, Maine, Michigan, 
Texas and California have higher age 
limits than New York, r. Hall 
ointed out, while fifteen other 
States extend greater educational ad- 
vantages to children than does New 
York, Mr. Hall said.

A. F. of L. President Addresses 
Railway Clerks at Cincinnati 
on Merger Problem.

That much more remains to be 
done in all States than has already 
been accomplished, was the asser- 
tion of Professor Samuel McCune 
Lindsay of Columbia University, 
chairman of the National Child 
Labor Committee, who presided at 
the opening session yesterday, and 
other speakers. 


Says We Are Behind Great Britain. 


Asserting ‘that the United States is 
behind Great Britain in preventing 
interference with education by child 
labor, Miss Grace Abbott, chief of 
the Federal Children’s Bureau, de- 
clared that investigations by the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau do not show that the 
children of the United States are now 
fully protected. 

Dr. Wynne’s demand for the aboli- 
tion of child.Jabor.as.the only means 
of ending the health hazards arising 
from it came during his discussion 
of the work of the Health Depart- 
ment of this city. It was his conten- 
tion that all the money and effort 
expended-for the protection of the 
health of school children is jeopard- 
ized on the passing of the child into 
industry. 

“Health hazards arise just as soon 
as the boy or girl—particularly at 
the immature ages of 14 to 17—enters 


industry, and unless unusual pre- 
cautions are taken, all the money 
x society has expended in building up 
the child may go for naught,’’ Dr. 


Wynne said. ‘‘It is generally agreed 
in.the medical profession that the 
health hazards of child labor will be 
eliminated only when the child him- 
self is eliminated from child labor.’’ 


Renews Child Labor Reforms. 


Professor Lindsay emphasized the 
change that has been brought about 
in the public mind on the question.

ON WILL OF ELKINS 


Mrs. Martin, Hollis, Bequeathed 
$1,000 a Month by Senator, 
Accuses Davis Elkins. 








SEES RIGHTS ENDANGERED 





Contends Testator Lived Here and 
Probating of Will in Washington 
Might Injure Her. 





A contest over the will of the late 
Stephen Benton Elkins, sportsman 
and son of the late Stephen B. El- 
kins, United States Senator from West 
Virginia, arose in Surrogates’ Court 
yesterday when Mrs. Evelyn I. Mar- 
tin*of Hollis, L. I., a close friend of 
the family for more than twenty-five 
years, started an action to prevent 
the will from being probated in 
Washington, D. C. 

The will, which disposes of an 
estate of more than $3,000,000, directs 
the payment of $1,000 monthly for 
life to Mrs. Martin and leaves the 
entire residue to Davis Elkins of 
133 East Sixty-fourth Street, named 
as executor, who is also a former 
United States Senator. Philip E. 
Donlin, attorney for the estate, ob- 
tained permission from Surrogate 
O’Brien to have the will removed 
from _a safe deposit box here and 
then to transfer it to Washington for 
probate. It was alleged that the 
testator was a resident of Washing- 
ton at 1,626 K Street. A photostatic 
copy of the will and a codicil were 
all that was on file at the Hall of 
Records here yesterday. Clerks said 
that the original will was in Wash- 
ington. 

Surrogate O’Brien signed a service 
of citation, which may be made by 
publication, for an order to show 
cause why the will should not be 
admitted ta probate in this city, 
upon petition of Mrs. Martin through 
her attorney, Max D. Steuer. 

In an application for a temporary 
administrator Mrs. Martin accused 
Davis Elkins, beneficiary and execu- 
tor, with intent to ‘‘hinder and delay 
for probate this. will’’ in order to 
“foment a contest and deprive the 
Latte a 7 of her rights under the 
will.’”’ 

The will, dated Jan. 28, 1928, bears 
two codicils, according to Mrs. Mar- 
tin. The first codicil, dated Aug. 8, 
1928, has ‘“‘eithér been lost, mis- 
placed or is .in the possession of 
Davis Elkins,’’ she says. The photo- 
static copy of a codicil dated Oct. 
10, 1929, on file at the Hall of Rec- 
ords here, left to Mrs. Martin a 4,000- 
acre hunting camp at Northampton 
County, Va., and the contents of the 
testator’s apartment at 381 Park 
Avenue. The codicil provides also 
that certain valuable paintings go to 


| the testator’s mother and sister, a 


race horse, King Kelly, to Davis El- 
kins, and a portrait and personal 
property to Stephen B. Elkins 3d. 

Mrs. Martin denies that the late 
Mr. Elkins’s resfdence was in Wash- 
ington, aserting that for twenty-eight 
years he had lived in New York. 

She says that ‘‘moreover, the peti- 
tioner believes that there has already 
been a dissipation of the property 
left by the decedent.’’ An affidavit 
by Addison Stevens says that on last 
Nov. 6 he and Davis Elkins went to 
the apartment at 381 Park Avenue 
and removed ten canvas bags of 
liquor and the'’next day they removed 
ten more. In another affidavit 
Charles Anderson, superintendent of 
the Park Avenue building, confirms 
Stevens’s assertions.

Federal Officers Seize Books of 
Graham Taylor & Co.—Start 
Wide Hunt for Executives. 








EMPLOYE IS HELD IN BAIL 





Missing Men Have Organized Six 
Bogus Concerns Here Since 
January, Prosecutor Charges. 





After raiding the brokerage offices 
of Graham Taylor & Co., 347 Madi- 
son Avenue, yesterday afternoon and 
making an arrest, Federal authori- 
ties announced they were trying to 
find the company officials, who, they 
say, got more than $1,000,000 in the 
past ten months through the fradu- 
lent sale of worthless stocks. 

The raid, made by Assistant United 
States Attorneys Wadmond and 


Gerry and postoffice inspectors, re-| 


sulted from an investigation based 
on complaints received here from all 
sections of the country. The meth- 
ods used to victimize investors, ac- 
cording to the Federal officials, were 
both unique and highly successful. 
Mr. Wadmond; in charge of the 
case, refused to make public the 
names of the company officers being 
sought. He asserted,’ however, that 
the missing brokers had organized 
‘at least six companies since January 
in New York City and, after operat- 
ing each a month or two, closed its 
doors after victimizing investors out 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


Employe Is Arraigned. 


The man arrested is Charles Mor- 
ris, 30 years old, an employe, who 
” gave his address as 347 Madison Ave- 
nue. He was in the offices when the 
raiders arrived to seize books and 
records. Morris was arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner 
O’Neill, charged with using the mails 
to defraud. He waived examination 
and was freed in $2,000 bail for the 
Federal grand jury. The raiders 
said Morris ‘‘was not one of the big 
guns of the Graham Taylor establish- 
ment.”’ . 

The scheme used by the Graham 
Taylor company, according to Mr. 
Wadmond, was first to inform its 
prospects by mail, telephone or tele- 
graph that at the request of a.friend 
of the prospect’s a free statistical 
analysis would be made of any secu- 
rities held by the recipient. 

In numerous instances, Mr. Wad- 
mond declared, the recipients fur- 
nished the Graham Taylor company 
with a list of securities held for in- 
vestment. The statistical analysis 
would then be sent. 

A few days later the prospect would 

et another communication saying 
hat the Graham Taylor company 
had been able to obtain a gilt-edge 
listed security at a point or two be- 
low market. The investor would be 
told he could paatnnge the stock 
which he owned on which the analy- 
sis had been made for the listed 
securities held by the Graham Tay- 
lor company. If the suggestion was 
acted on, Mr. Wadmond said, the 
investor sent his securities, cash or 
‘both, and received instead stock cer- 
tificates of doubtful value. 

The specific complaint on which 
warrants were obtained for thé raid 
was based on a transaction with a 
‘prominent resident of St. Louis, who 
urnished the Graham Taylor com- 
pany with a list of stock and was in- 
ormed that the securities he held 
‘were very good. 


Offered Standard Oil Stock. 


Shortly afterward the St. Louis 
man received a letter stating that 
the Graham Taylor company had 
been commissioned by officials of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey to buy for them some Standard 
Oil stocks. He was told that the 
stock had been purchased and since 
the purchase had gone up two points, 
but that the officials had not taken 
up all their allotted stock. The bro- 
kers said that if their client would 
gend the stock which had been an- 
alyzed or such amount of cash as he 
desired he would receive Standard 
Oil stock. 

The alleged victim remitted $16,000 
n cash and stocks. He heard noth- 
ing for two weeks, and then received 
shares of what Mr. Wadmond 
and the postal inspectors character-

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The American 
liner Leviathan was prevented from 
sailing from Southampton today on 
her Christmas voyage owing to the 
discovery of a serious fracture in her 
hull, which ‘was attributed to the 
recent severe weather. ,Amiong the 


passengers are many Americans who 
have been counting on spending the 
holidays at home. Besides, the ship 
has Christmas mails. 

On the starboard side amidships 
several plates cracked and although 
workmen have been employed over 
the week-end making repairs the 
ship will not sail until tomorrow at 
the earliest. At sea water trickling 
through the seams led to the dis- 
covery of the fracture and when the 
vessel reached port and was exam- 
ined it was found the break extended 
twenty feet.

STRIKERS THRICE RUSH 
AUSTRALIAN MINE 


One Killed, 40 Treated in Hos- 


pital, as Police Repel Last 
Attack by Fusillade,

SYDNEY, Australia, Dec. 16.—A 
trainload of well-armed police was 
rushed from here this afternoon to 
the Rothbury Colliery to assist the 
guard which earlier in the day had 
repelled three attacks of striking 
miners, 

In the final rush the mob, esti- 
mated to number between 1,500 and 
2,000, was stop at the last ime 
of defense by a direct fusillade from 
the police, after severe hand-to-hand 
fighting. One striker fell, mortally 
wounded and forty others were treat- 
ed in hospital.

Newspaper representatives 
were marched away before jeering 
crowds which chas ress photogra- 
phers and smashed their cameras. 

All night, around their campfires 
in the woods near the colliery which 
the New South Wales State Govern- 
ment is determined to keep open with 
volunteer labor, the kers were 
urged to deeds of. violence by the 
fiery speeches of their leaders.

MADRID, Dec. 16.—In a com- 


muniqué issue here tonight, Premier 
Primo de Rivera says: 





I have given up the idea of implant- 
ing a constiution under my govern- 
ment,"’ 

The Dictator’s statement indicated 
that whenever he had attempted to 
get the government back upon a 
legal basis his enemies had caused 
too much trouble, but he added he 
was determined not to turn the 
Spanish State over to anarchy. He 
Said he had desired to leave the King 
and whoever should be his successor 
with an organism which would help 
them and which they could consult. 

Declaring that he not intend to 
allow himself to be pushed out of 
the government, he said 

i enever I can be certain that 
straightforward and intelligent men 
can take over the control and give 
Spain a vernment and pros- 
perity, I intend to resign within the 
course of the coming year, but untii 
I can be assured of this I must feel 
obliged to continue in power, come 
what may, whether I am in ill health 
or not.” 

This statement by the dictator in- 
dicates the abandonment of a lon 
fight to legalize his régime—a figh 
which.he instituted almost as soon 
as he me securely established.

The Cosmopolitan Shipping Company 
operates the America-France Line, 
and the Black Diamond Line operates 
the American Diamond Line. 

Representative’ Leehibach,; ‘Repub- 
dican, of New Jersey, a member of 
the committee, said Mr. Chapman 
had submitted a higher .bid for 
the two lines’ than the operators 
but that under a section of the mer- 
chant marine act of 1920, the oper- 
ators were entitled to. preference.

CHARGES CITY LAGS 
IN HOUSING REFORM 


Riegelman Says Administration 
Has Failed to Do Part in 
Ending Tenement Evils. 


Harold Riegelman, counsel for the 
State Housing Board, blamed the 
Walker Administration yesterday for 
failure to eradicate ‘‘barbarous’’ tene- 
ments, in which, he said, nearly a 
third of New York’s population 
dwells. Mr. Riegelman addressed a 
luncheon of the city affairs com- 
mittee of the Women’s National Club 
at their clubhouse, 6 East Thirty- 
seventh Street. 

The State, he said, had provided 
tax exemption and the power of con- 
demnation for the razing of old-law 
tenements and the building of ade- 
quate modern housing for the poor 
and private capital had offered its 
aid, while the city had ‘‘hung back.”’ 
For months after the passage of the 
State housing law in 1926, Mr. Riegel- 
man declared, ‘‘the city declined to 
give any tax-exemption to housing 
erected by limited dividend com- 
panies,’ and finally it gave qualified 
exemption for a short time on the 
buildings. 

“The character and wealth of New 
York are not its sky-lines,’’ he said, | 
“but its homes. ou seek out the 
cause of juvenile delinquency and 
corruption, of ill-health and retarded 
moral and mental development you 
will find it in the homes—in the 
homes which are so constructed and 
so occupied that a normal family life 
is not possible. We have made prog- 
ress. The multiple dwelling law was 
a great advance. But it did not make 
bad conditions good.”’

BUILDING DATA ASKED 
BY ALBANY COMMITTEE 


5,000 Questionnaires Aim to 
Find Legislation’s Effect on 
Constraction in State. 


More than 65,000 questionnaires 
were sent out yesterday to banks, 
building and loan institutions, bond- 
ing companies and dealers in build- 
ing materials by the legislative com- 
mittee headed by Senator George R. 
Fearon of Onondaga that is study- 
ing the effect on building operations 
of recent legislation in Albany, in- 
cluding amendments to the lien law. 
In view of the movement started by 
President Hoover to keep the wheels 
of industry moving, Senator Fearon 
said, he regarded it as essential that 
nothing be left undone to promote 
the building industry. 

The questionnaire, prepared under 
the direction of T. Paul. McGannon, 
counsel for the committee, would, it 
was said, form the basis for the most 
complete survey of building opera- 
tions ever undertaken in this State. 

“Dealers in building supplies,’’ a 
statement made public by Senator 
Fearon said, ‘‘are asked to give in- 
formation on gross amount of busi- 
ness done, losses on speculative jobs, 
number of jobs on which construc- 
tion was suspended. The large bond- 
ing companies are asked to file in- 
formation with the committee as to 
the number and amount of mechan- 
ics’ lien bonds written, the premium 
rate and the value of collateral held, 
together with some other informa- 
tion. A detailed mass of information 
relating to building loans is de- 
mended from banks and other lend- 
ing institutions in regard to building 
loans. The survey will cover the 
last three years.’’ 

Senator Fearson said that it was 
doubtful whether the committee 
could complete its work in time for 
the Legislature to enact all the legis- 
lation demanded. One phase to be 
looked into by the law-making body 
immediately is that millions are lost 
annually in the building industry as 
the result of ‘‘fake mortgages.’’

Performance Fails to Give Quite All 
the Smartness of Epigram 
and Dialectic. 





MAGIC, a “fantastic comedy’”’ in a prelude 
and three acts, by Gilbert K. Chesterton. 
Revived by Randolph Somerville. At the 
Gansevoort Theatre St ry 





Quite as if he had been there him- 
self to indulge in a good evening of 
leisurely talk, half seriously spoken, 
half with his tongue in his cheek, 
Gilbert K. Chesterton was represent- 
ed, in a transatlantic way, at the 
Gansevoort Theatre in Greenwich 
Village last night by a revival of his 
early play, ‘‘Magic.’’ As ingenious 
and theatrical as it is, hardly. re- 
minds you of the theatre. It is, in- 
stead, Mr. Chesterton on the plat- 


form, sparring with an imaginary foe 
on matters of faith and doubt, spirits 
and reality, journalists and vege- 
tarians. The foe, perhaps, is Mr. 
Shaw—‘‘a wonderful man,”’ one of 
the Chesterton emissaries calls him, 
generously. 

Mr. Chesterton’s essay—‘‘'a fan- 
tastic comedy,’’ it is entitled—is at 
least started with deceptive elabora- 
tion. A conjurer, brought to a duke’s 
house to provide entertainment, has 
met the duke’s niece in the garden, 
where they held colloquies phrased 
in terms of enchantment. ut the 
play, though its keeps its edge of 
wonder, is swiftly fetched into the 
drawing room, where it settles down 
for conversation in Mr. Chesterton's 
best manner. 

A bumptious young man from 
Arizona is made the excuse for some 
comments on the United States, a 
land ‘‘where the quiet business 
man’s hand is usually in some one 
else’s pocket.’’ The duke, .a: charm- 
ingly absent-minded person equally 
adept at considering both sides of 
every question, is partly Mr. Ches- 
terton. The rest of Mr. Chesterton 
emerges in dialogue exchanged _be- 
tween the conjurer, a doctor and a 
priest, who might have been three 
parts of any Chesterton pamphlet. 

They talk largely of faith and dis- 
belief, a subject brought up shortly 
before the conjurer fills the young 
American full of devils and renders 
him ill in bed. Nor is it hard to 
see on which side is the ubiquitous 
author. Doubt, he submits, can be a 
madness as well as faith, and it is 
‘“‘small boys who don’t believe in 
Santa Claus that have insomnia.’’ 
The duke wanders in to speak of the 
‘“‘militant vegetarians’’ who killed a 
policeman in Kent but refrained 
from eating him, and points out that 
the essence of a journalist is that 
he explains things that don’t hap- 
pen. There are some epigrams on 
incompatibility, and Mr. Chesterton’s 
play wanders toward a tranquil con- 
clusion. 

At the Gansevoort Theatre it is not 
quite played for all the smartness 
that is still in it, save for Parker 
Wilson’s sly aimlessness as the duke, 
and John Ceough’s baffled medita- 
tion in the réle of the Rev. Cyril 
Smith. It was hard not to think of 
what its production must have been 
twelve years ago, at the Maxine El- 
liott Theatre, when. those réles were 
in the hands of Frank Conroy and O. 
P.. Heggie. But it endures com- 
petently and well.

‘And it is very often the 
case that a great classicist cannot 
adjust himself to the demands of 
Modern or romantic music; and vice 
versa: the player of Schumann and 
Debussy, in a majority of instances, 
is a fish out of water when he plays 
Mozart. Last night, in the first four 
compositions on his program, Mr. 
Iturbi showed that practically no 
one of the central phases of piano 
music is outside his ken, either as 
regards style or technic or projec- 
tive power. He played in succession 
the Mozart sonata which ends with 
the Turkish March; the Schumann 
“Arabesque;’’ the Brahms- -Paganini 
variations; Liszt’s thirteenth rhap- 
sody, which happily is not too often 
heard, and in each one of these 
works he excelled and captured his | 
audience. 

The sparkle and esprit given Mozart 
caused a sonata by that master to 
open a program in a manner that 
was not only delightful, but exhilara- 
ting, captivating, in the best sense of 
those words. Mr. Iturbi sang on the 
keyboard in lyrical passages; in pas- 
sages of bravura the tone glowed 
and the music laughed from the 
keys. Then he turned to Schumann. 
Lo! the erstwhile classicist was the 
romantic, the impassioned poet and 
dreamer. The piano was another in- 
strument, having nothing to do with 
its precursor, the harpsichord, as it 
had so plainly to do in the sonata of 
Mozart. Here was wholly another 
color scheme and another emotional 
accent. In place of the clear and 
vivid music of Mozart the listener 
was. rapt in the musings and the 
glow of Schumann’s fancy. Here 
was a rubato as free and as youthful 
as that fancy itself, and the melo- 
dies, very characteristically of Schu- 
mann, were often only the edges of 
harmonic effects, or the melodic ine | 
almost lost itself in the delicate maze 
of Schumann’s harmonies.

the disject members of the Sena- 
torial Coalition, scattered by the 
wool schedule, will be reassembled 
easily and that the Senate will finish 
the tariff bill by the end of January. 
A lot of business men have been 
wasting their time by trying to get 
the Senate to mend its pace. They 
are not attached to any particular 
rates. They simply want to know as 
soon as possible what the law is so 
as to adjust their future transactions 
to it. Mr. SIMMONS admits the 
large number of protests from busi- 
ness men. He doesn’t say a word 
against the impropriety of these at- 
tempts to influence legislation and 
these criticisms of the Senate. If 
Senator CARAWAY does his duty, he 
will summon these committers of 
lése-majesté befgre his committee. 
Mr. SIMMONS, while gentler to the 
erring, is firm. 

He takes the trouble to mention 
the obvious fact that there has 
been “no unnecessary delay.” To 
the Senate, delay is necessary, in- 
dispensable, fundamental. 
even a veteran like Mr. SIMMONS 
underestimates the allowance that 
must be made for the deliberative 
faculties and processes of the Sen- 

‘ ate. Perhaps, too, he overestimates 
the reintegrative capacity of the 
Coalition. In a little more than 
three weeks after the holiday recess 
more than half the schedules. will 
have to be disposed of. Sugar, the 
most controversial of all and now 
bound up by many ingenious patriots 
with the independence of the Philip- 
pines, may seem equal to filling 
many swollen numbers of the Con- 
gressional Record for weeks. It will 
be singular if there are no logs to 
roll, no bargains to keep, no occa- 
sional desertions from the Spartan 
band. 

With Mr. SIMMONS, let us hope for

The 
hope is that during the first eight 
months of the new year the man 
who is to run against Governor 
ROOSEVELT or another Democrat can 
be sent, as it were, to a Governors’

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INCOMES AND PARITIES. 


In the figures on national income 
prepared by the National Bureau of 
Economic Research there is support 
for part of the case presented by the 
farm organizations in calling for 
parity between industry and agri- 
culture. When the farm statement 
asserts that the annual income of 
American industry has risen from 
$50,000,000,000 in the year 1919 to 
$76,000,000,000 today, it is in close 
accord with the National Bureau’s 
findings of an increase of $23,000,- 
000,000 in the year 1928 over the 
year 1919. When the farm state- 


during this same period, of about 
$3,500,000,000 in agricultural in- 
come, it is again in close agreement 
with Department of Agriculture es- 
timates of the annual value of farm 
products in the peak year 1919 and 
today. 

A longer view, going back twenty 
years, would reveal a relatively bet- 
ter showing for the farmer. Whereas, 
since 1919, agricultural income has 
shrunk, comparison with the year 
1909 reveals agriculture moving for- 
ward along with industry. The Na- 
tional Bureau’s report’ discloses a 
threefold increase in the national in- 
some since the year 1909, but the in- 
crease in farm incomeis only twofold. 
Industry, iticluding both profits and 
wages, has held the notable gains 
secured up to 1919. In 1928, as in 
1922, wages and salaries took 58 per 
cent of the income from industry. 
Everybody but himself has been 
faring well, the farmer insists, and 
the-discrimination must now be re- 
dressed by enacting into law the 
tariff rates favored by the Insur- 
gent-Democrats in the Senate. 

The diagnosis, in the main, is 
sound. The prescription reveals a 
pathetic faith in formulae of incan- 
tation untested by the specific case. 
The home market argument is 
turned upon its inventors. Ameri- 
can manufacturers are reminded 
that the loss in farmer’s income since 
1919 is equivalent to three-fourths 
of the value of our annual exports. 
Why should American industry 
strive to win foreign markets when 
by a mere. scratch.of the pen it 
could add séveral times the value 
of its foreign sales to the purchas- 
ing power of the farmer at home? 
American manufacturers will best 
serve their own interests by thinking 
of Iowa rather than India, of Min- 
nesota rather than Mesopotamia. 
Turn about is fair play and it is a 
good home market argument that 
works both ways. The American 
farmer has, been educated through 
many years to paying high prices 
for his manufactured goods in order 
to build up a usigsre = industrial 





of the protected industries. The plea 
is not criminal. It is simply blunder- 
ing and mistaken. It pathetically 
assumes that only the magic formula 
of prohibitive duties need be invoked 
for the farmer in order to endow 
him -with parity and prosperity. 
What he overlooks is that the vast 
bulk of the protected manufacturer's 
profits come out of his home mar- 
ket, but the farmer’s surplus must 
be sold abroad. He invites the 
manufacturer to stop thinking about 
exports, but forgets how large a 
share of our exports consist of his 
own crops. There is, apparently, an 
inherent virtue about the protecting 
and excluding recipe quite indepen- 
dent of who is the patient and what 
ails him. 


BUDGETING A NEEDY CASE. 


Much has been published about 
the difficulty of framing the Execu- 
tive budget of more than three 
billions at Washington. Governor 
ROOSEVELT has his troubles in bal- 
ancing the State budget at Albany. 
Our New York City budget is run- 
ning up to some $600,000,000, and 
Mayor WALKER and Controller BER- 
RY would be glad if they knew where 
the money is coming from. But for 
the real need of financial legerde- 
main in handling a budget one must 
turn to the problem of a family 
where the money-earner is stricken 
with illness and the mother and chil- 
dren struggle bravely with the im- 
possible task of making both ends 
meet. 

Here, for example, are the actual 
figures which have been worked out 
in the form of a weekly budget of 
one of the Hundred Neediest Cases. 
The family consists of a disabled 
husband, five children from 9 years 
of age down to 1, and a mother who 
is able to get merely an occasional 
piece of casual work. The figures, as 
carefully worked out by the Brooklyn 
Bureau of Charities are given in the 
form of expenditure and income:

This is not merely an instance 
where figures do not lie. They are 
absolutely eloquent. They tell better 
than could words the story of reso- 
lute economy on one side and inevi- 
table deficit on the other. To pro- 
vide the necessary small weekly 
allowance for such a family until it 
can get on its feet and manage its 
own budget ought to seem a 
Heaven-sent opportunity at this sea- 
son of fraternity and humane feel- 
ing. And this case—this desperate 
family budget—is only one of 
hundreds.

JAPAN’S NAVAL HOPES. 


The friendly attitude of the Japa- 
nese naval delegation, on the way to 
London, is in line with the spirit 
which their predecessors manifested 
at the Geneva Conference in 1927. 
Spokesmen for the Government have 
made it plain that Japan hopes for 
a 10-10-7 ratio in cruisers instead of 
the 5-5-3 ratio which was accepted 
for capital ships and aircraft car- 
riers at the Washington Conference 
in 1922. Yet Japan is in favor of 
actual reduction. All the reports 
from Tokio indicate that the lower 
the maximum tonnage the better 
will the Japanese people be pleased. 
This also was made plain at Geneva, 
where the Japanese opposed the 
British proposals, which would have 
meant, in effect, increase of navies, 
and were cordial to the American 
plan for keeping down the tonnage 
of cruisers and destroyers, 

At the Geneva Conference the 
Japanese accepted in principle the 
British thesis that the life of capital 
ships might be prolonged so as to 
delay the time when new capital 
ships would have to be built as re- 
placements. This same idea has 
been suggested in informal talks by 
one of the Japanese delegates pass- 
ing through Chicago. Whether the 
nations will be willing to reopen the 
entire subject of capital ships seems 
doubtful. But anything that can be 
done to postpone new construction 
will mean cutting down expenses. ° 

Some have felt surprise that Japan 
proposes that she have 70 per cent 
of the naval strength of the United 
States and of Great Britain. Yet at 
the Washington Conference her navai 
experts advocated the same ratio. 
It was reduced to'60 per cent (i. e., 
a basis of 5-5-3) when certain politi- 
cal concessions had been made, in- 
cluding the abandonment of the right 
to strengthen some of the American 
and English naval bases in the west- 
ern Pacific Ocean, including Guam 
and the Philippines. 

However, the conditions which 
governed then still exist." The dis- | 
tance of Japan from the other coun- 
tries is 80 great that she derives a 
large measure of security from her 
very isolation. In so far as the pos- 
sible dangers of a conflict between 
Japan and an Asiatic Power are con- 
cerned, Japan's preponderance of 








efforts to compose the differences 
between the American and the Brit- 
ish delegations. These are no longer 
so formidable as they were. Although 
there are still many details to be 
ironed out, the present prospect is 
that even though the United States 
might like to make the maximum 
limitations lower than the British 
believe they can accept, the two na- 
tions, like the Japanese, are deter- 
mined to put an end to competitive 
naval building, and wish to effect 
all possible financial economies, 


THE LIGHTHOUSE SERVICE. 


The report of the Lighthouse Ser- 
vice for 1928-29 is as interesting 
as GEORGE R. PUTNAM, the commis- 
sioner, can make it. “The building 
* and the keeping of the lights is a 
“ picturesque and humanitarian work 
“of the nation.” But an official re- 
port must deal with a great engi- 
neering and business machine, ad- 
ministration and dry routine. It is 
only between the lines, when names 
of lonely lighthouses on wild coasts 
are mentioned, that romance is kin- 
dled in imagination. On June 30, 
1929, there were 5,773 persons em- 
ployed in the marine work of the 
service. There has for some time 
been an airways division, which pays 
salaries to 1,180 persons. The Pub- 
lic Health Service furnishes free 
medical treatment to all hands by 
surface ship and flying machine, 
but four out of five of the personnel 
do not need it, so salubrious is the 
life. Expenditures for the fiscal year 
were $9,510,877 for maintenance, 
$1,558,511 for public works (new 
construction, repairs) and $4,008,- 
333 for air navigation facilities, 

Diesel electric propulsion is now 
put into lightships. Six were under 
construction during the year. An 
important aid to navigation was a 
modern fog signal at Cape Cod light 
station; the Cape Cod Canal break- 
water light was also modernized. 
Automatic marine lights were in- 
creased by 123. Of such lights there 
are now 2,409, including 942 lighted 
buoys. Radio beacons for the two 
approaches to the Panama Canal 
were installed during the past Sum- 
mer. “ Aids to navigation” now ex- 
tend to the interior of the country, 
the Lighthouse Service furnishing 
illumination to 10,183 miles of air- 
ways. A radio beacon was estab- 
lished at Sentinel Island, Alaska. 
The West India hurricanes of Sep- 
tember, 1927, damaged or destroyed 
“aids to navigation and other light- 
“house property on the coasts of 
“Porto Rico and Florida.” An ap- 
propriation of $129,934 was made 
for repairs and new construction. 

Progress is the order of the day 
in the Lighthouse Service: a new 
type of multiple valve for whistling 
buoys, extension of automatic light- 
ing apparatus, new electric lamps 
for the large lenses in lighthouses, 
synchronized radio beacons and air 
fog signals. At the end of the fiscal 
year the Lighthouse Service had 110 
vessels in commission. Lightships 
were maintained on forty-five sta- 
tions. Automatic stations without 
keepers are now. indispensable in 
such danger spots as Pacific Reef 
and Molasses Reef off the south 
coast of Florida. The old reed fog 
horns are being replaced by elec- 
trically operated air oscillators. 


CHILD LABOR PROGRESS. 


In celebrating the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the National Child 
Labor Committee this week the lead- 
ers, who are receiving congratula- 
tions, are not pausing in their work. 
Others. praise the motives and 
achievements of the busy men and 
women who have pushed legislation 
and built up public opinion to pre- 
vent the abuses prevalent when 
the committee was organized, The 
members are not looking backward. 
They are glad and proud that every 
State now has some form of 14-year 
age limit for industry and that near- 
ly all States have an eight-hour day 
for children under 16. Night work 
is restricted, and educational and 
health requirements are general. In- 
creased knowledge of the physical 
and mental needs of children has 
raised the standards of protection. 
The committee rejoices with the 
whole nation that so much has been 
done. But its chief interest lies in 
the future. 

Much remains to be done. Pro- 
tective regulations are far from 
uniform, and economic conditions 
change so rapidly that even the best 
child legislation now in force will 
have to be adapted to new require- 
ments. The complexity and flow of 
industrial life make it impossible to 
foresee what readjustments will be 
necessary, but an alert committee, 
will continue to, meet needs as they 
occur. There are immediate require- 
ments in public education in many 
States. In 1904 the leaders believed

COMPARATIVE TAX RATES. 


Mr. C. E. RIGHTOR’S annual com- 
pilation of city tax rates in the 
United States is interesting both be- 
cause he does his best to get at the 
real tax burden, as distinguished 
from the nominal rate, and because 
his tables afford a basis for com- 
paring the taxpayers’ load in the dif- 
ferent cities. The legal basis of as- 
sessment nowadays is generally 100 
per cent of market value, but that 
rule is by no means universal. Only 
a few years ago Chicago had a 50 
per cent rate, and Minneapolis still 
clings to a complicated schedule 
which yields a 38 per cent average. 
The required adjustment here is 
merely a matter of mathematics. A 
more uncertain factor is introduced 
when variations in assessment prac- 
tice are taken into consideration. 
Even where the legal basis is 100 
per cent, actual assessments seldom, 
if ever, come up to that standard. 
Mr. RIGHTOR’S column of “ final re- 
adjusted tax rates” rests merely on 
“the best estimate which can be 
made.” 

New Yorkers will at once scan 
his schedules, appearing in The Na- 
tional Municipal Review for Decem- 
ber, to discover the true burden of 
taxation in this city. The official 
tax rate for each $1,000 of assessed 
valuation is set down at $25.50. In 
New York Mr. RIGHTOR has the ex- 
pert guidance afforded by the State 
equalization table, from which he in- 
fers that assessments here average 
91 per cent of market value, This 
brings the actual rate down to 
$23.21. A year ago it was $23.88. So 
there seems to have been a slight 
decrease in the real burden, even 
though the assessment ratio has in- 
creased 1 per cent in the interval. 
In 1927 New York stood eleventh 
among the fourteen largest cities in 
the country. Last year it stood fifth, 
this year seventh. 

Taxpayers here may be thankful 
that they are not so heavily bur- 
dened as their brethren in Buffalo 
or Philadelphia. They have some 
cause for chagrin, however, in the 
fact that Chicago, in spite of its 
great public improvement program 
and its present wasteful administra- 
tion, still appears to have a consid- 
erably lower real tax burden: $19.40 
in 1928, the last year when com- 
parable figures were available. The 
average for all the cities in the table 
is $24.03. This compares with $24.07 
a year ago, showing that the rela- 
tive burden is almost stationary, 
even though the average rate is 
slightly higher and the share of 
municipal taxes borne by real prop- 
erty is steadily increasing. Accord- 
ing to Census Bureau statistics, the 
general property tax, which com- 
prised 61.4 per cent of all net reve- 
nue receipts in 1903, accounted for 
65.7 per cent of the total in 1926. 


“PERSONAL AND CONFI- 
DENTIAL.” 


The laws or rules of letter writing 
have never been definitely fixed. 
“Letter for letter” was the rate 
of epistolary exchange laid down 
by EDWARD FITZGERALD. For public 
men, especially politicians, the coun- 
sel of perfection is not to write let- 
ters at all. MARTIN VAN BUREN held 
it a principle of action that it was 
better to walk eleven miles to see a 
man than to write him a letter. Yet 
somehow the idea persists that a 
man in public life, or who has been 
in public life, with an established 
reputation for reticence, can be got 
to answer a letter, even if he will not 
talk to an inquirer face to face. This 
supposition appears to have been in 
the mind of Mr. R. M. WASHBURN, 
President of the Roosevelt Club of 
Boston, who wrote to Mr. COOLIDGE 
at Northampton to ask him if he 
would accept an unopposed nomina- 
tion for the United States Senate. 

Breathless reporters waited at the 
door of Mr. WASHBURN’S office to 
find out the reply. At last it came. 
It was in an envelope marked “ Per- 
sonal and confidential.” Mr. WASH- 
BURN was therefore unable to give it 
to the press. But he made a remark 
which seemed to imply that there 
was nothing to give out. It was to 
the effect that the investment of a 
two-cent stamp on a letter to CALVIN 
CooLipce “ought not to be legal 
for a Massachusetts savings bank.” 
This seems to mean that he thought 
his two cents wasted. However, that 
will merely heighten curiosity con- 
cerning what Mr. CooLipGe actually 
wrote to Mr. WASHBURN, Perhaps it 
‘was just a borrowed saying of Hosea 
Biglow: “Don’t never prophesy— 
onless ye know.” Anyhow, whatever 
the secret message was, Mr. WASH-

They 
forget that ‘‘St. Nick’’ was adapted 
from the Dutch and that the story 
of his pilgrimage with the reindeer 
does not come from England. 

The Moore homestead is now 
threatened by a subway.

Improved forest 
ranger service and 
continued education 
of a careless public 
have done much to 
aid in keeping down forest fires. But 
losses from this source are still far 
too high, and enterprising scientists 
have attacked the problem from a 
new angle. They have tried to pro- 
vide trees with means of self-protec- 
tion, 

A process for injecting fire-resist- 
ing mineral ‘‘soup’’ into living trees 
has been recently developed in the 
laboratory of the College of Forestry 
at Tharandt, in Germany. A thin 
solution ‘‘composed of compounds of 
silicon and fluorine and other chemi- 
cals’”’ is introduced into the vascular 
system of the tree through holes 
bored in the trunk near its base. The 
rising sap carries the liquid up into 
all parts of the tree, thus fireproof- 
ing it. 

Trees thus treated will not be con- 
sumed by the first gust of flame 
that sweeps upon them. Badly made 
campfires and burning cigarette ends 
are no menace to a fireproofed for- 
est. The lumber from such trees is 
said to be strongly resistant to 
flames, valuable in the construction 
of non-inflammable buildings. 

At this season of the year, when 


taper-lighted Christmas trees are a 
frequent fire hazard, a merchant who 
could offer for sale trees guaranteed 
not to burn would do a profitable 
business. A process for making as- 
bestos whiskers for Santa Claus 
would remain the one thing needful 
to abolish Christmas fires.

New Bibliography Should Interest 

College and High School Heads. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It will be a public service much 
greater than is indicated by the title 
if you will allow attention to be 
called to “‘Occupations for College 
Women: a Bibliography.” 

It is the first report or bulletin 
issued by the Institute of Women’s 
Professional Relations, a research 
organization of a few men and 
women interested in aiding the crowd 
of young women and girls who to- 
day are seeking openings of employ- 
ment especially in business and the 
professions. The organization aims 
at establishing a clearing house for 
information on opportunities and 
requirements, effective cooperation 


with business and professional groups | 
and educational institutions, and bet- | 


ter understanding of problems in the’ 
relation of home life with the out- 
side activities. 

Bulletin No. 1 is limited to a sur- 
vey of existing published material 
and is an attempt to cover the whole 
field extending from agriculture and 
the arts, through business, finance, 
home economics and the others, to 
science, secretarial work and voca- 
tional tests. It is a _ substantial 
volume covering 1,800 references to 
1,200 different books or articles by 
over 1,000 different authors, dealing 
with required preparation, the means 
of obtaining it and in securing open- 
ings for occupation and making the 
right choice. 

This bibliography has been pre- 
pared chiefly with the requirements 
of the women’s colleges in mind, but 
it should also be of service to deans 
of girls in high schools, to parents, 
to bureaus of occupation dealing 
with trained women, to economic 
and vocational classes and to discus- 
sion groups as well as to persons 
actively engaged in business as a 
profession. Its immediate aim is to 
show the extent and character of each 
field and to indicate where informa- 
tion and guidance, both printed and 
personal, can be obtained, 

Subsequent documents are in prep- 
aration to deal with home-trained 
women in business, work in. depart- 
ment stores, banking and the like, 
and the relation of the married 
woman. These are all to be pub- 
lished in inexpensive form and can 
be obtained directly from the head- 
quarters of the institute in Greens- 
boro, N. C, 

The institute is directed by a small 
but influential group, including Presi- 
dents Woolley of Mount Holyoke and 
Foust of North Carolina, several 
deans and professors, with W. D. 
Brookings of Washington and A. L. 
Filene of Boston. Mrs. Alvan Dodd 
is chairman and Mrs, Chase G. 
Woodhouse is managing director and 
author of this first bulletin.

that it is fostered not by wealth but 
by poverty,..of) the younger genera- 
tion that it is about like the older 
one, and of happiness that if it must 
be sought for or protected by ‘‘good 
times’’ it is not»real.. 

“T have no desire,’’ Mr. Ford said, 
“to put old heads. on young shoul- 
ders, but I see no reason for young 
heads not knowing, if only as a 
pertinent piece.of,information, that 
happiness in life is usually found by 
the man who is looking for some- 
thing else,’’ 

Of materialism he said that ‘‘the 
unfortunate man whose mind is con- 
tinually bent to the, problem of his 
next meal or his next night’s shelter 
is a materialist paeren. He can’t 

get his mind off the grindstone of 
mmediate materia) needs. Now, 
emancipate this man by. economic 
security and the appurtenances of 
social. decency. and. comfort, and in- 
stead of making him more of a ma- 
terialist you liberate him from the 
menace of materialism. 

“T am not at all impressed by the 
intelligence of the opinion that this 
is a materialistic age simply because 
we have an abundance of necessary 
things. It is true, of course, that 
having plenty for the first time is 
likely to turn some people’s heads 
with regime for the things them- 
selves ut the genius.of our -—e 
is in the mastery of the material ™ 

To the rising generation is left a 
better world than their fathers found, 
he continued.

The letters from 433 contributors 
vho added $8,115.16 yesterday to the 
INeédiest Cases Fund were fewer 
han last year at this time, but they 

ere notable for their warmth.

Mrs. E. Webster of Astoria, L. I., 
‘wrote: 

“Will you please send me an 
acknowledgment of this $10 check 
so that I may give same to a person 
who asked me to do this asa Christ- 
mas present to them.’ 

From Wilmington, Del., a contribu- 
tor sent $2, ‘‘to be applied anony- 
mously to Case 93, in memory of my 
father who, although ill with tuber- 
culosis, lived bravely and gallantly.” 

A contributor sin sent $50 from 
Springfield, Mass., wrote: 

“T am at present out of work, and 
have been four and a half - aunths, 
so I know superficially what it is.” 

These expressions of sympathy for 
the neediest from those who are giv- 
ing are heartening. The total, how- 
ever, reached only $106,356. 81 yes- 
terday, compared with $132,761.35 at 
the same period last year. Then 
there were 3,802 contributors. Up to 
yesterday there were only 3,272 for 
this year. 


Contributors Study Cases. 


Among those who have given, how- 
ever, there is an increasing tendency 
te notice the representative cases 
awaiting relief. The largest con- 
tribution received yesterday was $465; 
given anonymously to remove Case 
27 (Title: She Wants a Mother Most 
of All) from further need. 

Another case that has waited 
among the neediest since the first 
publication a week ago, receiving 
only a fraction of the amount needed 
for relief, was republished on Sunday 
with the result that it was designated 
by ten contributors yesterday, among 
them Vivien E. Reilly, who sent 
$200, saying: ‘‘Kindly apply this 
check to the case of Minnie L., No. 
37, which I think most pathetic.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Reopen- 
ing the investigation of the unsolved 
slaying of Dot King, who was 
killed in her apartment on March 
15, 1928, Grover A. Whalen, Police 
Commissioner of New York, today 
sent to Washington for affidavits 
from the family of Mrs. Aurelia 
Fischer Dreyfus, a witness in the 
King investigation and who died in 
a fall at the Potomac Boat Club here 
Oct. 20. 

During the hearing of the King 
case, Mrs. Dreyfus, whose identity 
was kept secret and who was known 
then only-as ‘the mysterious 
blonde,’ said that she had breakfast 
with Edmund J. McBrian and Albert 
E. Guimares on the morning follow- 
ing Dot King’s death in an apart- 
ment shared by the two men, and 
at an hour which would establish an 
alibi for Guimares. 

It was reported here that informa- 
tion on the mew aspect of the case 
would be sought from McBrian, a 
New York broker, who was with 
Mrs. Dreyfus on the evening of her 
fatal fall. Mr. McBrian is said to be 
in New York. 

In the affidavits, copies of which 
were turned over to the New York 
police by District Attorney Lee A. 
Rover, Mrs. Dreyfus’s mother, Mrs.

According ‘to another affidavit sup- 
plied by Miss Freda Fischer, younger 
sister of Mrs. Dreyfus, the friend- 
ship of Mrs. Dreyfus with McBrian 
and Guimares began in the Summer 
of 1922 when she and her sister, 
Elsa, were riding with the two men 
in an automobile on Fifth Avenue, 
and after the drive the party went 
to the apartment shared by the two 
men in Embassy Hotel in New York 
where they met Dot King. 

After Dot King was slain Guimares 
was taken into custody in connection 
with the killing of the girl as the 
result of a reported blackmail . plot 
against her.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The wis- 
dom, -fustice and ‘constitutionality of 
legislation for the regulation of the 
radio industry were argued before 
the. . Senate .. Interstate... Commerce 
Comr@ittee “today ‘during the ‘testi- 
mony of Colonel Manton Davis, vice 
president and general attorney of 
the Radio. Corporation of America. 

The, principle and method of rggu- 
lation of international communica- 
tions, the question of ‘forféitude of 
licenses in cases involving violation 
of anti-monopoly statutes and the 
holding of hearings on. proposed. is- 
sues of radio securities were the fea- 
tures of the hearing this morning. 

Colonel Davis. presented an analy- 
sis of the various provisions of the 
communications. commission bill, 
now under consideration by the com- 
mittee, and the memoranda formed 
the basis for the proceedings. Dis- 
cussion of the remaining issues will 
be continued tomorrow. 

Regulation of rates in the interna- 
thaaal. field, Colonel Davis told the 
committee, must be by negotiation, 
and the only question which present- 
ed itself concerned the agency or 
method to be employed. o Ameri- 
can agency, whether samira, as 
advocated y General Harbord, or a 
commission, as contemplated under 
the proposed legislation, he said, 
could exert complete control of an 
international rate situation. 


Must Define Principles. 


“No one country can. legislate 
about it,” he explained, ‘‘since more 


than one country is concerned. 
Therefore, any legislation you may 
enact must lay down general prin- 
be gy for the guidance and control 
the regulatory power in conduct- 
ing the negotiations. Only in this 
wey can regulation be madee effec- 
ve

Discussing -Sections 11 and 13 of

Says Congress Intended It. 


Senator Dill contended that with- 
drawal of licenses in such cases as 


that cited by Colonel Davis was ex- 
actly what Congress desired and in- 
tended, and suggested that if the 
final decision. was .adverse to the 
radio corporation, it must accept 
that judgment. : 

“As to this particular case,’’ Col- 
onel Davis admitted, “‘but not in re- 
gard to the general principle.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 16.—Fair 
Play, sire of Man o’ War and many 
other great race horses, died today 
at the Elmendorf farm of his owner, 
Joseph E. Widener of Philadelphia. 
The great head of the most aristo- | 
cratic thoroughbred family breathed | 
his last in a blue grass pasture a. 
few miles from the farm on which 
he was foaled twenty-four years ago. 

Old age was given as the cause 
of his death. He had not been sick 
and was turned out this morning as 
usual. A groom found him dead in 
the field. 

Although he had been a great race 
horse himself, Fair Play’s chief 
claim to fame was in the ability to 
ome on sterling qualities to his get. 

is reputation did not come to him, 
however, until his breeder, the late 
Major August Belmont, r years

Display Notable Exception. 


Practically all of the famous sons 
and daughters that added lustre to 
Fair Play’s name were out of Rock 
Sand mares.

Fair Play was foaled in 1905 at 
Major Belmont’s nursery stud.

Sports of the Cimes 
(Pinch Hitting for Zohn Kieran.) 


HEN, if ever, the dire things predicted for foot- 
ball come to pass, there is another sport ready 
to step into the limelight. The adherents. of 

the ancient game of lacrosse are certain that this 
pastime of the American Indian is destined in time 
to take first rank in the country. 

There is in lacrosse, say its admirers, all of the 
thrills of football, ice hockey, polo or any of the more 
rugged pursuits of pleasure in which mankind takes 
part. To the casual observer of a game, it appears 
that there is also a bit of mayhem and murder, but 
this is denied by its friends. 

‘“‘There has never,” says Mr. Roy Taylor, chief ref- 
eree of the Intercollegiate Lacrosse Association, ‘‘been 
a fatal injury which might be traced to lacrosse.” This 
is comforting, but appearances are certainly deceptive, 

There are twelve men on each side in this game, 
each equipped with a wooden stick in which is set a 
sort of basket fu> catching the ball. These men race 
up and down a huge field, carrying and passing the 
sphere when they have the opportunity and making 
threatening gestures at each other during the rest of 
the time. The lacrosse player should combine the best 
attributes of a marathon runner and an old broad- 
sword fighter. 


Only American Game. 


Lacrosse is the only real American game which is in 
any sort of competitive existence today. Baseball's 
claim to this is considerably tarnished by the familiar 
English accusation linking it with rounders. Rowing, 
competitive rowing, started in England; football is an 
outgrowth of Rugby and so on down the list. 

But there can be no claim laid by any other coun- 
try to lacrosse. It all started with <he desire of In- 
dian tribes to work off a bit of surplus energy. The 
rules, at the start, were delightfully simple. One tribe 
played against another, that is, all of the able-bodied 
young men joined in. 

The field was any section of cleared land that hap- 
pened to be at hand, and the game went on as long 
as there were any players left. Sometimes it lasted 
for two or three days, with interluies for feasting and 
dancing in the evening. 

There are those followers of lacrosse who hold that 
the first intercollegiate contest of any kind was a la- 
crosse match played more than a hundred years ago, 
but there are no real records of this, and the Yale- 
Harvard boat race of 1852 remains the first official 
intercollegiate spcrting event in this country. 


Named by the French. 


The name of the game is not Indian. It is French 
and was given to the game by early French settlers 
who found the Indians playing it when the white man 
first penetrated the country. It is, ironically enough, 
a peaceful name and came because the Frenchmen 
saw in the sticks used a marked resemblance to.a bish- 
op’s crozier—‘‘La Crosse.” 

The game has hac its ups and downs, and the pres- 


ent revival, which has seen added colleges taking it 
up each season, started about ten years ago. This 
coming season of Spring and Summer is to be fea- 
tured by a tour here of a combined Oxford-Cambridge 
team in competition with American college and club 
teams. 

These two great British universities and various 
club teams in England have been vlaying the game 
for years. In the country to the north of us, the sport 
was named Canada’s national sport cn the day when 
she became a Dominion. Hockey, say the lacrosse 
people, is merelv lacrosse on ice skates. 

Efforts to spread the game internationally included 
a trip to the past Olympics by Johns Hopkins with an 
idea of convincing Olympic authorities that the sport 
belonged on the Olympic calendar of the future. 


Not Confined to Youth. 


Despite the undeniable exuberance of the sport, it is 
not confined to the youth of the land. It is one of the 
college sports which a man may continue following 
his graduation. A great many athletic clubs through- 
out the country have teams. In Baltimore, the game 
is the leading sport and attracts even more attention 
and more of a following than the game of intercol- 
legiate football. 

Cyrus C. Miller of the Crescent’ Athletic Club, for- 
mer Borough President of the Bronx and head of the 
new Real Estate Security Exchange, is on the execu- 
tive committee of the association and one of its most 
“nthusiastic supporters. 

Mr. Miller offers his own case as argument that the 
game is ideal for the years following college. Starting 
with the team at New York University, where the 
game has long been played, Mr. Miller continued for 
twenty-five years after leaving college. 

He gave up when he became Borough President be- 
cause he thought it might be a bit undignified to ap- 
pear at council meetings with a black eye. 


Popular With Football Men. 


In recent years a good many football players in col- 
lege have been turning to lacrosse in the Spring as an 
ideal training fer the Fall sport. Lieutenant Harry 
Wilson of the Air Corps, during his days at West 
Point, played lacrosse. ‘‘After you’ve played la¢rosse 
a while,’ he said, ‘‘football seems just like a quiet 
romp.” 

Several suggestions were made at the annual meet- 
ing of the association during the past week designed 
to heighten spectator interest. Among them was the 
numbering of players anc the shortening of the play- 
ing field. 

At present, the field has only very informal borders, 
and players are apt to take shurt runs up adjoining 
streets, for the referee is about the only judge when 
a play goes out of bounds, and there is no disposition 
to be hasty with his whistling. A. shorter field might 
at least keep playing within sight of the spectators for

Quebec Premier, in Speech at Mon- 
treal, Says Fight Would Hurt 
Interests Here Also.

MONTREAL, Dec. 16. — Declara- 
tions-on the newsprint situation, and 
notification especially to the Amer- 
ican people that they should look at 
a $60 price in a broad and neigh- 
borly spirit, formed. the subject of 
remarks which Premier Taschereau 
made tonight in speaking at the 
meeting of the Laurier Hebrew Po- 
litical Club here. 

“Mr. Taschereau said that since he 
Was speaking to a political club, he 
felt it appropriate to make a few re- 
Mervks on a question vital to the 
Province, although the issue was not 
as a¢ute in Montreal as in other 
owt and he hoped that what he 

to say in this respect on behalf 
of the government of Quebec be 
heard throughout the Province, and 
even outside. 

“It is in regard to the paper situa- 
tion,’’ said the Premier. ‘I said a 
moment ago that we have a great 
forest wealth, the greatest on this 
continent, and we are taking good 
care to make our forests perpetual; 
they will remain perpetual. 

“‘Today Canada is producing 60 per 
cent of the paper produced on. the 
continent, although two vears ago 
Wwe produced less than half of it. It 
shows the progress that is beinz 
made in Canada. In the United 
States, they cannot compete with us 
at the present time, and the situa- 
tion has become more difficult for 
them every day. 


Welcomes American Capital. 


*‘We have invited Ameritan capital 
to come here and we did well to do 
80. We need money of the Amer- 
icafis, their energy and their mar- 
kets, and we have always found, 
and you will always find. that when 
American capital is invested here. 
and the goods are manufactured 
here, good cate is taken that the 
American tariff shall not be prohibi- 
tive against stich goods. 

“We find today that the American 
manufacturers who are here wish to 
dictate the price at which paper 
should be sold: We are told they 
are sélling their paper at $55 a ton, 
thus fixing a price which they want 
to be accépted by our Canadian 
manufacturers. 

‘Tf have no hesitation in saying 
that nobody in the United States— 
and they are fair minded men in 
the United States—should expect our 
menufacturers to sell paper at cost 
prices. Both the governments of 
Quebec and Ontario have come to 
the conclusion that $60 a ton is a 
fair price, and $60 a ton should be 
paid by the purchasers. 

“‘Now I wish to say this and T do 
not want to be misunderstood. This 
government will not by legislation 
fix the price of paper. No govern- 
ment can do that. No government 
will attempt to regulate trade and 
commerce in that way. 

“This. government will not take 
any harsh measures; but.I do say 
that it is a duty upon this govern- 
ment, on those who administer the 
affairs of Quebec, and it is the same 
with Ontario, to’see to it that the/| 
forests are not depleted without our 
people having fair returns for -the 
trees cut down. 

“It is our duty, and we will see 
that our policy is Garried out: We, 
cannot do it by legislation; but I 
wish our good friends thé Americans 
to understand that the Governments 
of Ontario and Quebec have set their 
minds on ‘that policy and we will not 
be satisfied until our paper manufac- 
turers have advised us that they are 
getting a fair return for the:paper.

Stocks Decline in Light Trading

With transactions the smallest of 
any five-hour day but one since early 
Summer, prices declined again on the 
Stock Exchange. The day’s losses 
varied considerably in amount, but 
they affected practically every stock, 
running in some as high as 8 to 15 
points, but mostly ranging around 
2 or 3.

If the general plan of railroad con-

Underwriters Trast Is Reported 
Negotiating to Unite With 
Sixth Avenue Bank. 


The Underwriters Trust Company, 
New York’s youngest bank, being 
only three weeks old today, is’ al- 
ready planning a merger. Negotia- 
tions for consolidation with the Sixth 
Avenue Bank, organized in 1927, are 
going forward, it was learned yester- 
day, and the deal is e ted to be 
consummated early in 1930. 

Officials of both. institutions said 
they were not free to talk about the 
plans as yet, but did not deny a 
merger was being discussed. 

The Underwriters Trust Company 
opened 6n Nov. 26 as the first bank- 
ing institution designed om om to 
cater to the insurance trade. It is 
at 111 John Street, in the heart of 
the insurance district, and offers 
safe deposit vault service in addition 
to trust and commercial bankin 
facilities. Initial funds consisted o 
$2,500,000 capital and surplus. H. N. 
Kelsey is président and the directors 
include several men prominent in the 
togerasice as .well as the banking 
ield. 

The Sixth Avenue Bank’s latest 
statement gave capital of $750,000,

The Underwriters Trust Company 
has not yet published a complete 
statement but it is understood that 
it has received substantial deposits. 


ASK FEDERAL RESERVE AID. 


Bankers’ From Four States Want 
Branch in Wichita, Kan.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—After an 
all-day hearing which lasted into this 
evening, the Federal Reserve Board 
took under advisement an applica- 
tion of a joint committee répresent- 
ing 486 banks in Kansas, Oklahoma,

BROKER SUES DILLON, READ. 


Chicagoan Asks $1,250,000, Alleg- 
ing Broken Con*ract.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The out- 
bound flow of gold from the United 
States during the last few weeks, 
which has totaled some $300,000,000 
in six weeks and reached a total of

credit in the operations of the stock 
market and is not otherwise signifi- 
cant, in the view of high officials of 
the treasury, it was made plain in 
an official quarter there today. 

Most of the gold which has been 
gg was , attracted to this coun- 
try by the high rates of interest re- 
sulting from the boom in the stock 
market, and with the market deflat- 
ed and interest rates back to normal, 
the flow eastward again is a natural 
consequence, these officials hold.

The present movement is largely to 
England, and the movement in the 
opposite direction .may be expected 
from that direction, it was indicated. 

The. officials who expressed this 
view laid stress upon the statement 
that the extent of the flow outward 
at present represented only the ex- 
cess shipped here over the normal 
requirements of trade, which natur- 
ally would be. withdrawn after the 
abnormal amounts attracted by the 
credit situation, as it affected money 
for stock market requirements, was 
cleared up. 

The equanimity of treasury of- 
ficials toward the present outward 
gold flow was strengthened by the 
attitude apparently assumed by the 
Federal Reserve Board. Attention 
of the board was called to the move- 
ment last week. Thus far the 
board has ignored the situation, the 
matter not having reached its offi- 
cial attention. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
also, is understood to have given 
little study to the situation, although 
it appeared today that his depart- 
ment desired its attitude to become 
public, as a means of adding assur- 
ance to other recent pronouncements 
of the administration of its confi- 
dence in the fundamental stability 
of general business.

SMITH SEES BOON TO STATE 





Says Institution Will Spread 
Property Ownership and Thus 
Interest in Government. 





GRIMM HAILS NEW “UNIT” 





Calis It Result of 16 Years of Study 
=—Ten Bond Sales Constitute 
Activity of First Day, 





The New York Real Estate Securi- 
ties Exchange, Inc., was opened at 
3 P. M. yesterday amid the cheers of 
a crowd which overflowed the trad- 
ing floor at 12 East Forty-first Street 
to witness ceremonies marking the 
culmination of sixteen years’ effort 
to provide a liquid market for realty 
securities. 

The machinery of the new market 
was set in. motion by Cyrus C. Mil- 
ler, president, following a luncheon 
at the Hotel Biltmore at which for- 


mer Governor Alfred E. Smith was 
the chief speaker. 


Sees Ownership Spread. 


“The exchange will give everybody 
a chance to make something out of 
the growth of New York,’’ said Mr. 
Smith. “I am satisfied that it will 
do something for this State if it 
spreads the ownership of real prop- 


erty over a greater number of people 
so that there will be a larger army 
of citizens who feel some personal re- 
sponsibility in connection with gov- 
ernmental affairs. 

“Everybody is in favor of public 
improvements. Everybody isin favor 
of spending money and everybody is| 
against high taxes. The only way to: 

et the bg big mass sufficiently ; 
nterested to study is when it means, 
something to them personally, and if; 
the exchange does not do anythin 
except spread this ownership aroun 
it will be a little easier around elec- 
tion time to convince a man he ought 
to vote in his own interest.’’ 

Mr. Smith cited several instances 
of lack of interest in and information 
about legislation. He paid tribute 
to the personnel of the exchange and 
stressed the importance of integrity 
of officiais and careful listing of 
securities in inspiring the public con- 
fidence necessary for the success of 
the undertaking. 

**Real estate is the backbone of our 
taxing system,’’ he said. ‘‘Last year 
the administration at Albany suc- 
ceeded in eliminating the direct tax 
against real estate. I don’t antici- 
pate a direct tax this year, but I 
don’t think the income tax is going 
to be as big as it was last year. We 
make up a part of it in taxes on the 
9.000,000-share days on the Stock Ex- 
change. The gasoline tax has been 
pledged. The State is under moral 
obligation to put it into new bridges 
end to improve highways. If, how- 
ever, at the last moment there is any 
pret to meet the necessary and 
absolutely essential overhead costs 
of maintaining the government, the 
State will be forced to fall back on 
that great wall of public taxation 
and defense, real estate.’’ 


Called Basic Financial Unit. 


“This event has deep significance 
for each of us and for the country as 
a whole,’’ said Peter Grimm, presi- 
dent of the Real Estate Board of 
New York. Inc., sponsors of the ex- 
change. ‘‘We are adding another 
basic unit to the financial system of 
the country and by strengthening 
and expanding this system we are 
contributing to national enocomic 
welfare. 

“As a primary market for securi- 
ties, the exchange will be an influ- 
ence at the very root of business. 
The opening culminates a long pro- 
gram of painstaking study and 
meticulous planning. Sixteen years 
ago, after four years of preliminary 
discussion, the Real Estate Board of 
New York began its first efforts to 

tovide real estate with an exchange 
or its securities. The work has been 

oing on ever since. We celebrate 
aday the result of thorough re- 
search into the problem. 

‘The reasons for establishing the 
exchange were: modern real estate 
developments requiring huge capital ; 
the necessity for raising this money 
through liquid securities, the charac- 
ter of which must be investigated 
and made known, and the market 
value recorded daily. In fulfilling 
these ag renee the exchange is des- 
tined stimulate the pulse of real 
estate, bridging the 
investing public and realty invest-
